FIRE DESTROYS 
SWIFT'S OFFICES. 


Main Building of the Great 
. Packing Plant at Stock 
Attacked by 

Stubborn Blaze. 


ESCAPE OF 200 CLERKS. 


Flames Start from Crossed Wires 
and Spread Rapidly; Loss Is 
Estimated at About 
$300,000. 


The big brick building occupied by the 
general offices of Swift & Co. at Packers 
avenue and Broadway in the stockyards 
was destroyed by fire last night, with a loss 
which is estimated at $300,000. 

‘Early during the blaze, W. J. McGonigle, 
euperintendent for Swift & Co., telephoned 
to Gustavus: F. Swift at Lake Forest and 
told him the loss would reach $1,000,000, but 
this was when it was feared the cold stor- 
age plant would be destroyed. Fire Mar- 
shal Musham and Lieut. Shepard of the fire 
insurance patrol put the loss at the lower 
figure. 

The discovery of the fire shortly after 9 
o’clock caused’a panic among the 200 clerks 
who were at work in the offices closing up the 
week’s business. .They ran for the stair- 
ways in disorder and literally fell over each 
other in their rush to escape. 

A brick fire, wall on the south and west 
sides of the general offices was al} that 
saved the packing firm from a far greater 
Joss, as the fire department was unable to 
do more than- confine the flames to their 
starting point im the corner of the big build- 


ing. 

, Great Office Destroyed. 
_ The work of destruction involved the loss 
of the offices, which were located on the 
double story including the third and fourth 
floors, the general storage room on the sec- 
ond floor, the salesroom of the wholesale 
market on’ the ground floor, and the base- 
ment in which was stored a great quantity 
of green hides and tallow. 

Louls F. Swift, vice president of the com- 
pany, said. that the loss was fully covered 
by insurance. | 

The general office of the company was 
said to have been the largest single office 
in the world. It was 300 feet square, and 
the entire floor was used as one room, in 
which 800 employés worked. The vast open 
space furnished plenty of inflammable ma- 
terial, and the flames swept through in 4 
few minutes. It was regarded as remark- 
able that all of the employésescaped, 

Bey Discovers. the Fire. 

‘The fire wae discovered by John O’Brien, 
a boy who was in the general offices of the 
company at the.time... The flames then 
seemed to be coming from a vault in George 
F. Swift's private office, where workmen had 
been making some repairs. The boy ran into 
Packers avenue just as several fire com- 
panies were returning from a blaze at Pack- 
ers avemue and Loomis street, and informed 
them that a fire had been discovered in the 
Swift building. | 

But before the firemen could get their ap- 
paratus in working order the flames had 
broken out of the windows and the force of 
clerks had sought safety in the street. 


Much Meat Endangered. 

On the south of the general office of the 
company, in a two story building, are the 
restaurant and laundry on the upper floor 
and the storage room of the wholesale mar- 
ket on the ground floor. In the storage rooms 
last night were the carcasses of 1,500 beeves 
and an immense amount of other meat accu- 
mulated during the day from the Killing 
pens. For a time it seemed that the meat 
would be burned. 

On the west of that part of the building 
occupied by the offices is the east beef kill- 
ing house, separated, as is the south part of 
the building, by a fire wall. Across Packers 
avenue is the Libby, McNeill & Libby plant, 
and although a stiff breeze carried showers 
of embers upon the roofs of this plant ample 
protection was afforded by the night force 
of special firemen employed to guard the 
roofs. 

Musham Leads the Fight. 

Chief Musham joined his men when the 
second alarm was sent in. Under his com- 
mands a force of men under Marshal Dono- 
hue mounted to the roof of the south half 
of the main building, aud from that vantage 
point turned streams of water on the blaze 
north of the fire wall. 

Special attentidén was given to directing 
water against the sides of the huge steel 
vaults on the third floor. The vault con- 
tains the records and books of the com- 
pany and weighs many tons. It is built 
against the fire wall, and Chief Musham 
feared that should’ the vault give way in 
its fall it would tear a hole In the fire wall. 

For several hours three companies of fire- 
men stood on the roof of the building and 
played water on the flames beneath. 


Employes Count the Loss. 

At 11 o'clock the firemen had the flames 
under control and then the employés of the 
firm began counting the loss. Among other 
items more than 500 desks and 200 type- 
writing machines were destroyed. 

Agents of the firm at once set about to re- 
pair the logs. Dealers in office furniture 
were aroused from their beds, as were man- 
agers of typewriter agencies. 

It was said that temporary quarters for 
the offices would be secured today. 

Five janitors were employed in the build- 
ing at the time the fire started, and one of 
these, John W. Squires, was reported miss- 
ing when the roll was called. It was the 
special duty of Squires to care for the offices 
of the heads of the company, and fears were 
expressed that he was not aware of the fire 
until it was too late for him to escape. It 
was not believed by Chief Musham that 
Squires was caught in the blaze. He lives at 
4637 Union avenue. 


Attracts Great Crowds. 

The light of the flames was seen over a 
large portion of the south side of the city 
and great crowds flocked to the yards to 
view the spectacle. They thronged the nar- 
row streets and alleys and hindered the 
firemen and police greatly. Fearing another 
accident like the breaking of the hog run at 
the Armour fire a few weeks ago, the police 
compelled every one to remain on the ground 
and at a safe distance. 

Supt. McGonigle was unable to learn from 
his employés last evening whether the safes 
and vaults of the company had been carefully 
closed before they made their hurried exit. 
They contained all the records of the com- 


pany and considerable money, but just how 
much he was unable to tell. The breaking 
of the floors precipitated everything into 
the basement, where the safes were plunged 
into a mixture of water, tallow, burned 
meats, and wreckage, 


POISON BOUGHT BY WIFE 


CLEWS DEVELOP IN THE CASE OF 
PROF. O’MALLEY. 


Woman Now Likély to Be Called to 
Answer Charge of Attempting to 
Murder Her Husband—Brother of 
Man Now Ill in Philadelphia in 
South Bend Seeking Proofs of His 
Suspicion—Hearin Figures in the 
Affair. 


South Bend, Ind., July 5.—[{Special. ]—Devel- 
opments of today; connected with the arrival 
of Frank O'Malley, an artist and brother of 
Dr. Austin O'Malley, the Notre Dame pro- 
fessor who now lies ill from poisoning at St. 
Agnes’ hospital, Philadelphia, makes it al- 
most certain Mrs. Allene O'Malley will be 
brought to South Bend to answer to a charge 
of attempting to murder her husband by 
arsenical -poisoning..- 

State’s Attorney George E. Clarke has dis- 


‘covered that Mrs. O’Malley purchased ar- 


senic at a local drug store shortly before the 
Notre Dame professor became ill; that she 
bought a can of deviled ham at a downtown 
grocery and while paying for it remarked 
that she hoped the ham was not poisoned. : 

It is also stated that before going to a 
theater on a night shortly after Dr. O’Mal- 
ley had improved from his illness, she pre- 
pared toast for her husband. He ate the 
toast and before Mrs, O'Malley returned it 
is claimed he was again seriously ill. 


Hearip Visited South Bend. 

Another story which developed this morn- 
ing is that Wiliam Hearin, with whom Mrs. 
O'Malley was.eloping from Philadelphia 
when arersted, was in South Bend last May. 
It is claimed Mrs. O'Malley and Hearin met 
at that time at the Auditorium theater dur- 
ing a convention of the Northern Indiana 
teachers’ association. 

When Mrs. O'Malley saw this man she left 
her friends and joined him outside of the 
building.. She. explained that the stranger 
was an ald schoolmate, a former beau. 


Dr. Berteling Talks of Case. 

A statement was secured today from Dr. 
J. B. Berteling, who treated‘ Dr. O'Malley 
while he was ill in thiscity. Associated with 
him in the case were’ Dr. Stephen Herrick of 
Rush medical college, Chicago, and Drs. C. 
A. Daugherty, F. M. Sawyen and C. C. 
Terry, well known local doctors. In. speak- 
ing of the case Dr. Berteling said: . 

“I attended Dr. O'Malley during his ill- 
ness in South Bend and helped. put him ‘an 
the train which took him to Philadelphia. 
Because of the unusual features of the cage 
I devoted much time to it and associated 
several eminent physicians with myself in 
making a diagnosis. The most peculiar 
thing connected with Dr. O’Malley’s iliness 
was that after he was apparently well he 
would relapse into serious spelis.’’ 


Fails When Left with Wife. 


Dr. Berteling was asked if Mr. O'Malley 
always improved when in charge of a nurse 
and failed when left to the care of his wife. 
He refused to answer the question. It is 
claimed by friends, however, that such is the 
case. 

“At the time Dr. O'Malley ‘was here,’ he 
continued, “he had all the symptoms of 
ptomaine poisoning.” He never complained 
of pain in the’ stonidch, and he did not die- 
play any symptom of metallic poisoning. 
However, before he was taken to Philadel- 
phia he was.complaining of numbness jn the 
hands and feet, and he is now in a condition 
of temporary paralysis which is the case in 
arsenical poisoning. Such a condition might 
occur in a case of vegetable poisoning also.” 

When Dr. Herrick examined Prof. O’ Malley 
on May 25 he said he was afraid that 
temporary paralysis would develop. 


Brother of Sick Man Arrives. 


Frank O’ Malley arrived in the city and went 
direct to the office of State’s Attorney George 
E. Clarke. ) Mr. O'Malley was formeriy a 
student at Notre. Dame, and he was joined 
at Mr. Clarke's office by Prof. Perry McCue 
of Notre Dame. Mr. O’Malley was sum- 
moned by Attorney Clarke, who is to push 
the charge. of attempted murder against Mrs. 
Ailine O'Malley. 


Woman Ran After Hearin. 

Mrs. O'Malley, according to Frank O’ Mal- 
ley, has known Hearin since last Christmas. 

“The day after she was married to Aus- 
tin,’’ said Mr. O'Malley, “‘ Ailene was look- 
ing for Hearin. She led us to think she had 
a brother Will, who. was in New York. ‘I 
don’t know where to find Will,’ she told 
Austin, and he advised her to go to the post- 
office and ask for his address from the post- 
master. This wag on the morning after the 
marriage. The three of us went to the post- 
office. She wenti into the private room of 
the postmaster alone, and when she returned 
said he could not locate Will. This happened 
on the following day also. 

‘Since then we have learned that she 
never had a brother Will, and the man she 
was looking for was. Hearin.’’ 


plea for mercy, Mr. O’Malley said that on 
one occasion after Mrs. O’Malley had been 
arrested, and while she was being examined, 
she turned to Dr. Joseph O’ Malley and said: 
“You won't let them do anything to me, 
will you, Joe?"’ 


Woman’s Father to Aid Her. 

Philadelphia, Pa., July 5.—[Special.]—Mrs. 
Allene O'Malley's father was heard from 
today. In reply to a letter of inquiry Mr. 
Ellis, the New York broker, said: 

“It seems to me from the extraordinary 
friendly attitude of the O’Malleys and the 
statement made in the inclosed newspaper 
clippings, that if I did furnish bail for my 
daughter she would be immediately arrested 
on the poison charge.’’ 

The two defendants will be allowed to re- 
main in prison. 

Attorney Scott said he had every reason to 
believe that not only did Mr. Ellis mean to 
stand by his daughter but that he proposed 


to fight the case to the énd. 
The lawyer wrote to Prof. O'Malley and 


received a reply in which the sick man said 
he was familiar with the proceedings taken 
and did not propose to interfere. Mr. Scott 
declares there is no charge on which Hearin 
can be held and the acquittal of the woman 
is only a matter of time. 

The insurance on the life of Prof. O'Mal- 
ley had been found to amount to $5,000. 


Three O’Malleys Die Suddenly. 

Within a few months three members of the 
O’Malley family have died after being 
stricken suddenly with disease. The first 
was John O’ Malley ,a brother of Prof. O’Mal- 
ley. A few months later William O'Malley, 
the father, died in this city. Several weeks 
ago Catherine O'Malley. the mother, died.

RESCUE EFFORT IS FATAL 


Man and Woman Sink While 
Trying to Save a Girl Vic- 
tim of a Treacher- 
ous Sandbar. 


Five of the pleasufe seekefs who left the 
city for different lake resorts over the fourth 
of July holidays were drowned yesterday and 
two were rescued and resuscitated with diffi- 
culty. . 

A man, his wife, and sister lost their lives 
on the treacherous sand bars of the St. Joe 
river, Michigan. 

A young bookkeeper with his brother was 
swamped in a canvas boat on Lake Wau- 
conda and drowned before aid could reach 
him, 
. Lake Geneva was the scene of the fifth 
fatality, one of the clerks of Marshall Field 
& Co. being the victim. 


The Drowned.

Her 
brother in an effort to save her met the 
same fate, and his wife followed him ina 
hopeless attempt at rescue. 

The party had gone to one of the resorts 
along the river on Wednesday to remain over 
the fourth. It was late yesterday afternoon 
when they were wading across the river on 
the sandbar. An examination afterwards 
proved that the bar went only half way 


abrupt fall intd deep water. | : 

Miss Steffeck Was leading, and when she 
reached the end of the sandbar she was 
plunged over her depth. The brother saw 
his af&ter drowning and he jumped forward 
to ald her, going over the bar and into the 
deep water. 


‘She Followed Her Husband. 

Mrs. Steffeck’s efforts could not have been 
of any avail, but she followed her husband, 
and Thorpe also was soon floundering over 
his depth, but he was successful in clutch- 
ing a piecé of floating timber, to which 
he clung till rescued. 

The current carried the unfortunates down 
the river, and they sank out of sight of 
companions on shore, who were unable to 
do more than rescue Thorpe. Capt. W. L. 
Stevens of the St. Joseph life saving sta- 
tion and his crew immediately began drag- 
ging the river for the bodies. 

Mr. and Mrs. Steffeck were married about 
five months ago, the latter being a daugh- 
ter of A. B. Ellithorpe, who was killed while 
testing an elevator device of his own inven- 
tion in the county building a few months 
ago. Steffeck was an employé of the West- 
ern electric company. 


Fears of Death Realized. 

The drowning of Paul Weiss on Lake Wau- 
conda followed a premonition that death 
might fesult from the fishing excursion. The 
young man, who was 24 years old and a book- 
keeper for J. K. Armsby, had gone to the 
lake with his brother Charles, 18 years old, 
to take advantage of the three days’ vaca- 
won. ‘ 

A sister of the two youths had warned 
them of danger, but both boys laughed and 
said they would be careful, The next that 
the family heard of the young men was when 
a@ message came saying that one was dead 
and the other dying. Their stepmother, 
Mrs. Anton Schmidt, immediately left for 
the lake, twelve miles beyond Barrington, 
where it was found that the younger boy 
had been rescued. | 

They had been out in a canvas boat, which 
is said to have been in bad condition. The 
only time they attracted attention was just 
before the accident, when they were laugh- 
ing. Then the boat capsized and they strug- 
gied in the water for fifteen minutes before 
the nearest boating party, consisting of Fred 
Grosvenor, Miss Jennie Green, Miss Lora 
Harrison, and a Mr. Joy of Chicago, dis- 
covered their plight. 

. The boys were quickly taken from the 
water, but the elder brother was dead. 
Charles, the younger, may not survive. 


Dives to His Death. 


The fifth fatality occurred on Lake Geneva, 
to which point 1,500 employés of Marshall 
Field & Co. had gone on an excursion, George 
Marshall, the young man who was drowned, 
was bathing and had dived off the plier. 
He was seized with cramps and drowned be- 
fore his companions could rescue him. He 
was 20 years old. 

The drowning was the only accident to 
mar the outing of the store employés’ holi- 
day. 

The big crowd was entertained at the 
country residence of Harry G. Selfridge, 
where there were games and dancing. 


Two Boys Drowned in River. 

Chartes Boehn, 10112 Escanaba avenue, 
South Chicago, was drowned yesterday 
morning in the Calumet river at One Hun- 
dred and First street.

ROCKEFELLER SAID TO BE 
HEAD OF A PACKING TRUST. 


New York Hears That the Standard Oil 
Magnate Has Secured Control of the 
Meat Industry—All Firms United. 


New York, July 5.—[Special.]—A New York 
paper this morning says: ‘‘ Combination of 
the gigantic companies controlling the pack- 
ing industry of the United States has finally 
been consummated with John D. Rockefeller 
as the central figure in the financial part of 
the negotiations. Final arrangements have 
been made for the consolidation of the Swift 
and Armour interests, which recently have 
gained control of the other packing concerns 
throughout the country. 

“The advent of the Standard oil king into 
the packing field is the most important move 
within recent years in the financial world, 
and virtually places Rockefeller and his as- 
sociates in control of the industry. The 
Rockefeller millions were called into tHe 
combine because of the demand for a cor- 
poration of greater strength than local cap- 
ital could form unaided. : 

“ The final steps, which were taken yester- 
day, required merely the merging of the 
Swift and Armour interests. None of thein- 
dividuals now engaged in the packing bus- 
iness will retire because of the combination. 
G. F. Swift, J. Ogden Armour, and the stock- 
holders of the other concerns will retain a 
relative interest in the Rockefeller combina- 
tion. 

“The capital stock of the combine will be 
greatly in excess of the aggregate stock of 
the several companies, and the present stock- 
holders shall receive a relatively greater 
number of shares of stock fer that which they 
turn in.”’

Both the Large Surface Com- 
panies Again Facing Call 
for Big Increase 
in Wages. 


OFFER bY CITY RAILWAY. 


It Proposes Advance, but Propo- 
sition Is Unanimously Re- 
jected as Insuffi- 
cient, 


Both the Chicago City railway and the: 
Union traction compamies are facing re- 
newed demands on the part of the membere 
of the employés’ unions for am increase in 


decided that they would accept no raise 
save one dietated by themselves and that 
the new rate must be between 35 and 40 
per cent higher than the present rate. 
Should the confpanies refuse to accede they 
wil) carry the matter to the board of arbi- 
tration. 

The action of the employés of the Union 
traction company was expected, for the mem 
have beem restive for some time and are 
now the lowest paid street car employés in 
the city. 

The Chicago City railway employés are 
in a more fortunate position, and last night 
they had before “them an offer from the 
company itself for an increase of 3 cents 
am hour, giving them a wage of 24 cents 
an hour, the highest in the west for such 
work. This offer they refused and In tum 
they demanded the 28 cent scale on which 
they decided some weeks ago. 


High Feeling in Both Meetings. 

In both meetings feeling ran high. The 
officers of the Amalgamated Association of 
Street Railway Employés were opposed to 
the demands at this time and wanted them 
cut down so that the companies could ac- 
cept them. In both cases this conservative 
element failed in its purpose, and on the 
south side the men were unanimous in re- 
fusing to listen to the proposition of the 
general manager of the company, though 
they acknowledge it is a good one for them. 

There was little strike talk at either meet- 
ing, for the men now feel so strong as to 
believe both companies will have to give in 
regardiess of whether it cuts heavily into 
the dividends. 


Session of City Railway Men. 
meeting of City railway men was held 
at 3956 State street. In their demands handed 
to General Manager McCulloch a week ago 
the men asked for an advance from 21 to 28 
cents an hour for the motormen and con- 
-ayerors’ of the electric Hines and.an increase 
of 25 per cent for all barn men. The cofn- 
pany in its reply offered a 8 cent an hour in-: 
crease for the electric men, but ignored the 
barn men. 
The union did not expect its demands to be 
granted in full, but hoped for an increase jo 
25 cents an hour for car men and to $2.25 
a day for barnmen. Had this been granted 
the union would not have gone further inany 
line, but now it has decided to demand the 
increase to 28 cents for the electric men and 
the $2.25 for barn men and a new schedule 
of hours.

Few presidents have ever been assured of 
as much at such, an early date and the 
friends of President Roosevelt are according- 
ly greatly encouraged. Some little while ago 
they were seriously alarmed at the prospect 
of a machine made boom for Senator Hanna, 
and it is still assumed that West Virginia, 
where Senator Elkins runs pretty much 
everything. will instruct its delegates for 
Hanna. There will also be a number of 
southern states which will also be counted 
for the Ohio senator provided he is in the 
field. 

On the other hand it is assumed that the 
president will surely get the New York 
delegation with seventy-eight votes. These. 
coupled with the well known friendliness of 
states like Indiana, Illinois. and Iowa, would 
put the president so far in advance of any 
other candidate as to insure his nomination.

President Roosevelt has had this 
matter under consideration ever einee Jan- 
uary< and the order has been issued in order 
to relieve the heads of the departments from 
the tremendous pressure which has been 
brought to bear upon them to promote some 
of the employés. It is peculiar that the least 
Geserving clerks are the most persistent tn 
endeavoring to secure promotions. while 
those whose records are good are more or 
less willing to let the matter of promotion 
rest on their records.

Alexander Graham Bell, Inventor of the 
Telephone, Doubts the Feasibility of 
the Wireless Telegraphy on Land, 


Morris Predicts 
Republican

“ Wireless telegraphy will never be made 
practicable for service on land,” declared 
Prof. Alexander Graham Bell last evening. 
“I believe the invention will supplant the 
oeeanic cables when it is sufficiently devel- 
oped to be reliable for the transmission of 
messages. But it can gever take the place of 
the telegraph or the telephone.”’ 

Mr. Beli, who is the inventor of the Bell 
telephone, arrived from Washington yester- 
day and stopped over night at the Auditorium 
on his way to Minneapolis to attend the an- 
nual convention of the national educational 
association of America.

WANY VICTIMS OF FOURTH 


CELEBRATION LEAVES 4 DEAD 
AND 111 INJURED. 


Chicago's Patriotic Demonstration Re- 
sults in Long List of Casualties— 
Giant Firecracker Maims 56 Per- 
sons, Gunpowder Burns 23, Toy Can- 
non Leaves Its Mark on 7, Bullets 
Hit 23, and Fireworks Hurt 2 More 
—Dennis Hurd Last to Die. 


Four persons dead and 111 injured make u 
the roll of casualties in Chicago for the four 
of July celebration as near as can be gath- 
ered from the revised reports of the police de- 
partment. Giant firecrackers were responsi- 
ble for the injury of fifty-six persons, gun- 
powder maimed twenty-three, the toy can- 
non left its mark on seven, guns and bullets 
injured twenty-three, and fireworks were re- 
sponsible for two more persons’ injuries. 

Two of the deaths in Chicago, while not 
due to explosives, were direct accompani- 
ments of the day’s celebration. One man 
broke his neck by diving in shallow water 
and another fell from a window while ar- 
ranging a display of bunting in front of a 
building. 

The third victim was Ida Silverman, a girl, 
who was shot while standing in front of her 
parents’ house at 352 Maxwell street. In 
connection with this death Joseph Gold- 
berger and Joseph Berman were booked yes- 
terday on charge of involuntary man- 
slaughter. 

The fourth victim was Dennis Hurd, 18 
years old, 121 West Sixteenth street, who was 
struck by a bullet from a revolver accident- 
ally discharged while he was celebrating 
the fourth in front of hishome. He died at 
rey Chicago Baptist hospital early yester- 

ay. 

Hurd was in company with a number of 
companions at the time he was struek. He 
fell to the ground unconscious with a bullet 
wound in his right chest. A moment later 
John Gillispie, a carpenter, who lived in the 
same house with Hurd, ran to the side of 
the injured youth and said the bullet had 
come from a revolver which he had aceci- 
dentally discharged. 

Gillispie went to the Fiftieth street police 
station and explained the circumstances of 
the affair. He had attempted to transfer the 
revolver from a parlor table to his bedroom 
when it was discharged. A bullet passed 
through a window adjoining where Hurd and 
his companions were standing. Gillispie was 
allowed to go. 

Acting Mayor Walker thinks it would be a 
good time to teaeh a lesson to persons ar- 
rested for violating the mayor’s proclamation 
against the discharge of firearms on July 4. 


LAW CLUTCHES FLAG BURNER. 


Storekeeper Who Put the National Em- 
blem on a Bonfire in Massa- 
chusetts Is Arrested. 


Quincy, Mass., July 5.—[Specia!l. }—George 
Whall was arraigned in the district court to- 
day charged with desecrating the United 
States flag. The arrest was made yesterday 
by Officer Curtin, who found the flag burning 
ou a pile of rubbish. The flag was a smai! 
one such as is commonly used for decorative 
purposes, Officer Curtin took the flag from 
the fire and brought it to police headquar- 
ters with Whall. The latter keeps a store 
at Houghs Neck, and made a bonfire of rub- 
bish which had collected about the store. He 
claims that the placing of the flag on the fire 
was an accident. He pleaded not guilty to 
the charge in court today, and the case was 
continued till July 8.

S. R. TABER WANTS A SOCIETY 
FORMED FOR THIS PURPOSE. 


Agitation Against Noisy Celebration 
Begun inia Desultery Way Two Gen- 
erations Ago, but the Din and Cost 
Are Greater Every Year—Practice 
Not Only Violates Rights but Obht- 
erates the Real Significance of 
the Day. | 


Lake Forest, Ill., July 4.—Editor of The 
Tribune. }]—When the history of the present 
era comes to be written I suppose that, next 
after the fashion of chopping off horses’ 
tails and dogs’ ears and the fancy of women 
for wearing on their persons portions of dead 
birds, the curiosity that will most impress 
the student of American manners and cus- 
toms will be that presented by our method of 
celebrating the national birthday. 

The question that confronts those of the 
present generation, who, like yourself, see 
the silliness and danger of the custom, is the 
ever recurring One, “‘ What are you going 
to do about it?’ Criticism of it is probably 
as old as the nuisance itself. A writer as long 
ago as in 1885 described the “ heathenish 
noises ’’’ of his day, and protested,that there 
was nothing so ** foreign from true happiness 
and real rejoicing,” and the practice has 
been subjected fo the criticism of sane men 
continuously from that day to this. 

But the nuisance seems t® be growing more 
enormous each year. Cannot some organized 
effort for reform be made? An eminent for- 
eigner comments on our national predilection 
in favor of organizing societies to combat 
Various evils. It often seems, indeed, as if 
we already had 4 plethora of societies, and I 
believe that in fact there are organiza- 
tions formed to fight every form of social ill 
except the fourth of July idiocy. The aboli- 
tionists’ society, when first organized, was 
generally thought superfluous; but from the 
present point of view »seems to have justified 
its existence. In default of any better way, I 
shall be glad if those who feel the need of 
another abolition society will communicate 
with me. That there is a real necessity for 
doing something will appear when th® foi- 
lowing objections to the present mode are 
seriously considered: 

1. It causes discomfort to millions of inno- 
cent persons—discomfort that, among the 
nervous and sick, amounts to positive suffer- 


ing. 

2 It results in an appalling waste of good 
money. 

8..It is always highly dangerous and often 
fatal: death, physical suffering, and mental 
anguish follow in its train. 

4. It makes impossible the exercise of one 
of man’s inalienable rights—** the pursuit of 
happiness;” it thus grotesquely denies the 
deciaration of independence, whose adoption 
it purports to celebrate. 

5, It violates rights that are recognized and 
protected by the police and courts of justice 
on every day. in the years but one—i. e.: the 
right to sleep and the right of exemption 
from offensive amd unnecessary noise. 

6. It obliterates the real significance of the 
national holiday, and stands in the way of 
lessons in citizenship that would be really 
valuable. i 

7. So far from being truly patriotic, it 
teaches a suprious patriotism ; it counfounds, 
in the mind of American youth, love of eoun- 
try with noise, and real glory with vainglory 
—a confusion that will not and cannot be 
confined either to, youth or to this one day.

President's Speech at Pitts:

ARRIVES AT OYSTER BAY, 


Storm, Which Fails to Stop

President Roosevelt came home in a pelting 
cain storm this afternoon.

Intends to P Trust Laws. 


It has been ascertained that the president's 
speech at Pittsburg yesterday in reference 
to the trust question was merely the fore- 
runner of determined efforts by him to have 
congress take up that subject and enact 
definite legislation at its next session for the 
gontrol and supervision of trusts. i 

Recently the president and Attorney Gen- 
eral Knox held a conference with Repre- 
sentative Littlefield of Maine, whose know} 
edge of constitutional law is admitted, at 
which Mr. Littlefield was invited to prepare 
a bill for the regulation and control of the 
trusts, and will go before congress with the 
indorsement and influence of the president 
back of it. The bill will be submitted at the 
beginning of the next session, and befors 
this is done the president, Attorney General 
Knox, and Mr. Littlefield will have frequent 
conferences as to details. 


Will Speak on Trusts. 

In addition to this proposed action the 
president is going to talk upon the trust 
question on the several trips to be made by 
him in the fall. 

He has announced to his friends that the 
question is a vital one and that he proposes 
to push it vigorously until there is some 
action by congress. 

Crowds Greet the President, 

The trip today was full of interest. At 
every town through which the president's 
train passed crowds were waiting at tho 
stations. At Laneaster, Pa., there was 4 
large crowd, which set up a hearty cheer as 
the president appeared on the car platform, 
in response to their calls for “ Teddy.” Hs 
acknowledged the greeting and said he would 
not make a speech because he said all he 
had to say yesterday. He went inside the 
car, but the cheering was kept up and he was 
ferced to come out again. He said: 

“I wes giad to be the guest of Pennsy!l- 
wvania on the fourth of July. From all I can 
see here you seem to be doing well. I have 
staid here longer than I expected, but I want 
to say that I had the pleasure of being here 
once before. I am glad to be greeted by 
you today as.I come through, and I know 
thet you will be glad that I am going back 
to my own family for a holiday.” 


Greeted by Railroad Men. 

The president arrived in Philadelphia at 
12:17. His car was surrounded by railroad 
employés, with whom the president shock 
hands. To a friend the president said:

Joy and thankfulness 
pave never found more enthusiastic expres- 
sion than London's humbiest citizens put 
into their cheers, and there was a note in 
“heir constant singing of “God Save the 
‘King ” that somehow was a little different 
from any ever heard before. 


Halls and Parks Are Used. 

Every great hall and several of the most 
beautiful of the smaller parks of London 
were utilized for this monster feast, tickets 
Yor which had been distributed for a month 
past by central and local committees of 
ischurch and charitable societies. It was at- 
tempted to fix the scale of eligibility on the 
basis of those families whose combined in- 
come was $6 per week; married couples with

ARTIST MAKES BIG DISCOVERY. 


J. J. Raffaelli Invents Process Which 
He Claims Will Revolution- 
ize Oil Painting. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

PARIS, July 5.—J. J. Raffaelli, one of the 
best known of painters among living French 
artists, claims to have made a discovery, 
which, if it is all he claims, will revolutionize 
oil painting. Ata reception chiefly to French 
and foreign artists in his studio last 
Wednesday Raffaelli demonstrated his dis- 
covery. 

He pointed out the disadvantage of the pas- 


tel, as the color falls off, loses its tone, and 


rarely retains its original beauty and luster 
even under glass. Oils, too, he said, were 
used at a disadvantage when the artist was 
not working in his own studio. There, when 
prepared, the colors begin to run on ac- 
count of the oil with which they are mixed. 
The palette and brushes and accessories can 
be cleaned, but when he is working on land- 
scapes in the open or taking portraits in the 
houses of sitters these details break the 
unity of thought, and the interruption is 
generally perceptible in the finished work. 
After many years of experimenting Raf- 
faelli has now combined the advantages of 
the pastel and its fine, soft, velvet coloring 
with those of the oil, to which time adds 
beauty. The artist then showed a picture to 
his guests, and said: 
' “ T have contrived to put oil colors in small, 
solid sticks like crayons, which I rub against 
canvas, wood, and ivory paper. I have pro- 
cured, as you see, one of the most complex 
pictures in color design. 
the principal parts of it before you as soon

NEW PROBLEM FOR TAFT. 


VATICAN DOES NOT WANT TO OR- 
DER FRIARS FROM ISLANDS. 


Would Like to Have Some Show of 
Force Made So That Pope Could Be 
in Attitude of Submitting to Inev- 
itable — Compromise Arrangement 
Ie Suggested, but the Matter Has 
Not Yet Been Discussed in a Thor- 
ough Manner. 


ROME, July 5.—After an examination of 
the note submitted by Judge William H. Taft, 
civil governor of the Philippine islands, re- 
garding the friar lands in the archipelago, 
the vatican finds one great obstacle to the 
withdrawal of the friars. 

The vatican would not object if the expul- 
sion of the friars were arranged and carried 
out by another power, so that the holy see 
would only have to recognize the accom- 
plished fact, but it shrinks from appearing 
as a direct party to their withdrawal, espe- 


cially since the religious orders are powerful |_ 


in Rome, and above all others in the sacred 
college. The efforts of the vatican are di- 
rected-toward finding a way to consent tothe. 
withdrawal of the friars of the islands with- 
out appearing to do so. 

In fact, the vatican, it is believed, would 
welcome a show of force to which it could 
submit. 
compromise prohibiting the friars from re- 
turning to the parishes they left in 1898, but 
allowing them to remain where they now 
are or where there is no local opposition to 
their ministrations. 

The cardinals appointed to discuss Judge 
Taft's propositions were to meet July 10, but 
a requiem mass for the late King Albert of 
Saxony, to be celebrated in the Sistine chapel, 
at which the pope and the cardinals will as- 
sist, has necessitated a postponement of the 
meeting. 


RIOT OVER 


Arsenal, but Are Repulsed—The

PORT AU PRINCE, Hayti, July 5.—M. 
Delinois, has been elected first deputy for 
Port au Prince by a plurality of 800 out of 
12,000 votes cast. After M. Delinois’ election 
had been announced in the customary man- 
ner an attack, which was repulsed, was 
made on the arsenal by the party hostile 
to the deputy. Many persons were wounded 
on both sides. 

In many of the towns of Hayti no elections 
have been held, owing to disorder and blood- 
shed, and it is now believed that no quorum 
will be obtained and that it will be impossible 
to organize the chamber of deputies and elect 
a new president. 

The fourth of July was generally ob- 
served, by the members of the American 
colony yesterday. The American legation 
was dressed in the national colors and the 
members of the colony were entertained 
there.

Loss of Life in Several Towns Is Feared 
and Crops Suffer Heavily from Wind 
and Rain. 


Council Bluffs, Ia., July 5.—Southwestern 
Iowa was visited this evening by the worst 
storm of the year. In several towns it 
amounted to a tornado, and it is feared there 
has been a loss of life.

At Oakland, in this county, there was a 
deluge of water, actompanied by a heavy 
fall of hail, which did much damage, A 
number of other places send in similar re- 
ports of destructive storms.

PUBLIC ADMINISTRATOR TO RE- 
SIGN TOMORROW. 


Convicted Jury Bribing Conspirator

PHAGHRS ASK FD PAY 


WILL BROADEN SCOPE OF SUIT 
AGAINST BOARD. 

Net Only Claim Money from Back 
Taxes, but Seek to Estop Authori- 
ties from Outting Salaries During 
Year—Fifty High School Graduates 
Have Revision of Examination Pa- 
pers for Admission to Normal School 
and Twe Get Through. 


— 


The suit which the Chicago teachers’ fed- 
eration proposes to commence against the 
board of education had been given a wider 
scope than the grade teachers’ claim to the 
$264,000 which the schools recently received 
from back taxes of 1900 and which the board 
committee has decided to use for kinder- 
gartens, evening schools, repairs, fuel, and 
other purposes. It is now sought to secure 
from the courts a ruling on the sufficiency 
of the contracts between the board and the 
teachers to prevent the board from making 
a cut of salaries during the year. 

The teachers contend that when they are 
elected in June such election carries with it 
an implied contract with the board to pay 
them the salary schedule in vogue at the 


time during the'‘entire year. Three times, | 


the teachers claim, they have been subjected 
fn the middie of the year to a cut from the 
salary sehedule under which ‘they were 
elected. One cut was made in January, 
1899, another in the middle of the school 
year of 1900, and a third last February. 


Want Salary LikeTenure. . 
Now that the tenure of office of the teachers 


has been made permanent they want to know | 


whether they are still to be subjected to a 
sliding schedule of wages. The courts will 
be asked to decide on this matter, irrespective 
of the outcome of the proposed action the 
claim to the back taxes.

“There 
are no written contracts between the teachers 
and the board, but there are implied con- 
tracts. The board has, without our con- 
sent, cut the salaries under those contracts. 
We want the courts to decide whether the 
board has a right to do this.”’

Fifty high school graduates who failed to 
pass the test for admission to the normal 
school a week ago applied to Supt.

These applications were made under a rule 
put in force for the first time a week ago. 
The applicants met the examiners in the 
board rooms and went over the papers. In 
some instances the original markings were 
raised slightly in the light of closer study of 
the answers. In other cases slight decreases 
were made. After the revision Mr. Cooley 
said that one candidate, and perhat two, 
had so profited by increased markings as to 
give them admission. 


MUTINY IN REFORM SCHOOL: 
BOY SHOT, THREE ESCAPE. 


Inmates Start a Riot During a Display 
of Fireworks, Fight the Officers, 
Climb Over Wallis, and Flee. 


Rochester, N. Y., July 5.—The state indus- 
trial school was the scene last night of a 
mutiny, in the course of which one boy was 
shot and three escaped. The wounded boy is 
Joseph Clever, aged 19 years, of this city. 

The riot was started while the officers and 
many visitors were wgtching a display of 
fireworks. A number of boys succéeced in 
climbing to the roof of the drill hall, whence 
they hoped to drop outside the stone wall 
which surrounds the school. When their 
presence on the roof was discovered vigorous 
attempts wete made to dislodge them. The 
officers were met with Volleys of bricks, 
stones, and pieces of iron torn from the roof 
of the drill hall. 

One of the officers procured a shotgun, 
loaded, it is said, with birdshot. This he fired 
at the mutineers, wounding by mistake one 
of the inmates who was trying to capture the 
mob. This was Clever, who was shot in the 
temple, but probably will recover. The three 
who succeeded in etcaping are William 
Steinagle and John Rutski of Buffalo and 
Wiliam King of Syracuse. 


ROADS HAVE STRATEGIC PLAN. 


Said That They Will Transfer Freight 
at Corliss, Wis., if Han 


Ravine, Wis., July 5.—Corliss, formerly 
Western Union Junction, several miles west 
of this city, is to be used for strategic pur- 
poses if the Chicago freight handlers strike. 
The Chicago, Milwaukee and 8t. Paul rail- 
way and Chicago shippers propose to erect 
a platform 500 feet long and feet wide 
at Corliss. The object isto handie all freight 
at this place formerly handled at Western 
avenue in Chicago. The freight will be 
transferred to cars and sent straight through 
to Chicago on the various lines. 


CHIEF AMES ON THE RACK 


MINNEAPOLIS OFFICIAL THROWS. 


BLAME ON BROTHER. 


Head of Police Department Enters De- 
mial of All Charges of Corruption 
and Tries to Shift Responsibility 
On to Others — Admits Warning 
Joints Not to Pay Gardner, but De- 
clares He Did Not Get Money. 


Minneapolis, Minn., July 5.—[Special.]— 
Col. Fred W. Ames, chief of police of Min- 
neapolis, was put on the rack today and the 
effect of his testimony is bound to be sensa- 
tional, for the police administration is divided 
against itself. 

Chief Ames was asked if he had not, in com- 
pany with three detectives, made a tour of 
thirty-five disreputable joints of the city and 
notified the proprietors that they were to pay 
no more money to Irwin Gardner, but to turn 
it over to a man named Reddy Cohen. Ames 
admitted the visits, but said he merely went 
the rounds to notify the proprietors they were 
to pay no money to any one. He denied he 
made any arrangements with them to call 
at his office and receive numbers, which they 
were to put on the envelopes containing their 
monthly contribution to the police fund. 

* Why was it necessary to notify them not 
to give out any more money?’ asked the 
county attorney. 

“ Because I had héard from Capt. Krum- 
weide Irwin Gardner had been collecting 
money from them.”’ 

Later Ames was asked the same question 
and his reply was: ‘I suspected Gardner 
was collecting the money.” 

Still again the question was sprung on him 
and hé said; “ I knew some one was collect. 
ing money and I wanted to stop Gardner or 
whoever it was.’’ 

Gardner was the confidential clerk of Mayor 
Ames and the evidence of the chief has 
caused trouble, coming at a time when Gard- 
ner is working for evidence that will secure 
him a new trial. It is considered a deliberate 
effort to shoulder the responsibility for all 
the police corruption on Mayor Ames. 

Gardner-.is angry and says Ames went the 
rounds for the purpose of directing the money 
away from Gardner and toward himself. 
Gardner will testify, as will Detective Wirt- 
ensohn, and a sensation is promised when 
he tells what he knows. 

Chief Ames was practically the only wit- 
ness today. He spent four hours on the 
stand, entered a general denial of all the 
charges, and commenced to work out his 
alibi. 


FAIL TO SOLVE KANE MURDER. 


Police Learn of Another Man at the 
Scene in La Salle Ave- 
nue. 


Information received by Inspector Camp- 
bell yesterday increased the mystery sur- 
rounding the murder of Thomas Kane in 
La Salle avenue on Thursday night while 
defending his sweetheart. A tall man 
dressed in a light suit of clothing, the police 
fay, was seen running away after Kane had 
fallen to the sidewalk. The police are un- 
able to say what part this man, played in 
the murder. Annie Wilson, the young wom- 
an who was with Kane, and other witnesses 
said the man who wielded the knife was 
dressed in dark clothing. The police are in- 
clined to accept the testimony of these wit- 
nesses. 


RIOT STARTED BY A TIN CUP. 


Hundreds of Assyrians and a Number of 
Railroad Men Fight at a Drink- 
ing Fountain. 


La Crosse, Wis., July 5.—[Special. ]—Grow- 
ing out of a quarrel over the possession of a 
tin cup at a street drinking fountain a riot 
was precipitated at a late hourtonight. The 
battle was between the Assyrian colony of 
the north side and several hundred railroad 
men and others. About 300 of the 800 Assy- 
rians of the colony became engaged. The 
fight lasted for en hour and quiet has not 
yet been restored. Several shots were fired, 
but most of the battle was fought with clubs. 
Knives also came into play. None of the 
bullets took effect, but one man was stabbed 
several times and several were badly beaten. 


OBITUARY. 


BRYAN DALY, a pioneer of Chicago, died 
on Thursday at the home of his daughter, 
Mrs. John T. Connery, 1650 Barry avenue, 
after an illness of several months. The 
funeral took place yesterday morning at 10:30 
o'clock at Mount Carmel church, where high 
mass was celebrated. The interment was at 
Calvary cemetery. Mr. Daly was born in 
County Cork, Ireland, sixty yeats ago, and 
came to Chicago in 1852. His first employ- 
ment in this city was as chief baker at the 
old Tremont house, which position he held 
for twenty years. He afterward served in 
the same capacity at the Palmer house and 
the Grand Pacific for periods of five years 
each. He leaves a wife and four children. 

W. K. BRYANT, Chicago, died yesterday 
at his residence, 1390 West Lake street, aged 
@7. He had lived here since 1856, when he 
came from Pittsburg. His first position in 
Chicago was with the old Fulton grain ele- 
vator, where he remained for eighteen years, 
and then worked for that many more years 
for Armour & Co. The last few years of his 
life. however, were spent with his son, G. 
A. Bryant, in the feed and grain business. 
He left a widow and several children. The 
funeral will be held tomorrow afternoon 
from his late residence. 

H. H. SCOVILLE, Chicago, died yester- 
day. He came to Chicago in 1839 from Syra- 
cuse, N. ¥. His home was at 1185 West 
Adams street. He was a pioneer in the 
foundry business. In 1847 he organized the 
Scoville fron works, which were the first 
in Chicago, and were on the site of the pres- 
ent Union depot.

GIVES HINT FOR 
COBB TO RESIGN, 


Congressman Mann Says Post- 
office Architect Should Quit 
If Tired of Job. 


GETS FIGURES ON WORK. 


Report Shows That Contractors 


on Federal Structure Have ~ 
Delayed Construction. 


“ There is no string tied to Mr. Cobb, so far 

as I know, and if he is tired of his job on the 
postoffice he ought to quit it.” 
This was the declaration of Congreseman 
James R. “Mann, who returned yesterday from 
Washington and was what he thought of 
Architect Cobb's statement that greater 
progress is being made on the new federal 
structure than on any other building in Chi- 
“I asked for a report showing the status of 
the construction work,” Mr. Mann said, “ and 
it was furnished by thearchitect. It showed 
just what I expected—that contractors and 
everybody else connected with the enterprise 
have simply been dragging along when they 
could have completed the building practically 
within the specified time. 

** Cobb's prattle that more granite was laid 
in a month than was used in the entire con- 
struction of some other skyscraper has a 
tendency to make one weary. There is no 
justification for an attempt to fool the people 
with such comparisons. That any other 
building is no larger than one-quarter of the 
postoffice, and contains less stone than went 
into it in a month, is nd reason why the 
postoffice should, at the end of four years, be 
about half completed.” 


Not Through with Cobb. 


The congressman declared that he was not 
through with Mr. Cobb, nor would he be 
through with him until he either shows that 
he intends to rush the job at a much faster 
rate than he has done or gets out and gives 
some other architect a chance. 

“ There is an edifice,” he continued, “ that 
covers a full block of ground. The room for 
workmen is much more favorable to making 
progress than on any of the private bufidings 
Cobb speaks of when he talks about more 
stone, more steel, and more other kinds of 
material. Instead of dallying along with 
100 workmen they ought to have 1,000 em- 
ployed. 

“I cannot say just what will be done in 
the matter of penalties. I intend to file a 
protest with the secretary of the treasury 
against waiving any of the fines that the 
architect and the contractors are subject to, 
I hope to get Secretary Shaw to come here 
and see for himself the condition of the work, 
and then let him decide whether the penal- 
ties should be set aside. 

“We can furnish him all the data with 
reference to the length of time the architect 
and contractors have been engaged on the 
job, the amount of material they have 
handled, and also the time they have wasted. 
I think that the stirring up Mr. Cobb has 
been getting has done much good. But he 
needs to be stirred still more. And he will 
be stirred a great deal more.’’ 


Reviews Work of Congress.

Valise May Aid Capture. 


The valise of the robbers, which wus found 
near the scene of the holdup, was bruvught to 
Chieago and turned Over to the sheriff's 
Office.

By learning the 
name of the maker of the explosives the de- 
tectives hope to find out something concern- 
ing the identity of the robbers.

Need of Bloodhounds Shown.

The pureuit of the robbers has convinced 
the special agents of the need of a kennel of 
bloodhounds in Chicago.

Determined to Make Capture. 

*“ Although the amount of money lost was 
small, yet it is to the interest of the express 
company that just as determined a search 
be made for the robbers as though they had 
secured a large sum,"’ said Agent Wygant. 
**Our men are working on the case with all 
speed, but I have had no definite reports 
from them as yet.” 

“The cage is in the hands of Sheriff Ma- 
gerstadt,”’ said Lieut. Rohan, “and if he 
wants any help from the city police he will 
ask for it. I do not believe the robbers are 
in Chicago as yet, although they may plan 
to come back after a time. 

“All our men are watching well known 
crooks, but there are many of them, and it 
will be a hard matter to trace the crime to 
any two of them. The men apparently did 
their work in a manner that left but little 
clew for the sheriff's men ta work on." 

From Denver comes word that Danford 
Bruce, who says he was riding the blind 
baggage on a wager with James O'Leary, 
was 4 witness of the robbery.

CHRISTIAN FLAG WINS FAVOR. 


Austin Clergyman’s Idea Is Indorsed 
at the Denver Sunday School |

The Christian church flag idea originated 
by the Rev. S. M. Johnson of Custer has been 
adopted by the international Sunday school 
convention at Denver.

Hyde Park Association Must Make 
Good Its Charges to Mayor Harri- 
son or License Will Issue — Some 
Knotty Legal Points Await Decision 
— Allis - Chalmers Switch Track 
Bribery Allegations to Come Before 
Streets Committee. 


The Hyde Park protective association will 
make its final attack tomorrow:morning on 
the Edelweise garden and its effort to se- 
cure & license for the current year. Evidence 
will be presented to Mayor Harrison, so offi- 
clals of the association assert, to show that 


many of the signatures on the garden's peti-- 


tion were purchased. Uniess this contention 
is proven beyond a doubt the city probably 
will issue the license over which there has 
been so much strife. 

There will be legal problems in number to 
be paseed on before the issue ig finally set- 
tled. Claim is made that twenty-one feet 
of frontage signed for the garden was en- 
tered by a citizen who parted with the prop- 


-erty in question more than one year ago. 


This point is explained by an attaché of the 
city collector's office. 

“ We found,” said this official, ‘‘ that the 
petition for the opening of the garden had 
been signed by a Mr. Baurie as the owner of 
twenty-one feet of frontage. The county rec- 
ords showed that he held the land in ques- 
tion. The Hyde Park protective association 
charged that a Mrs. Lingle purchased the 
property a year and a halt ago and was op- 
posed to the granting of a license. It was 
found that Mrs. Lingle had purchased the 
property but had never had her deed re- 
corded. We could do nothing, however, but 
accept the recorder's statements.” 


Peculiar Legal Point. 

Mr§. Lingle recorded her deed last week 
and as a result a peculiar legal point has 
arisen. It is contended that at the time the 
petition ws filed Mr. Baurie was entered in 
the courity records as the owner. Whether 
the subsequent entering of Mrs. Lingle’s 
title will affect the petition is one of the 
points now to be decided by Corporation 
Counsel Walker. If the contention of the 
association officials is upheld, them the Edel- 
weiss petition will be short of the necessary 
frontage by eight feet. 

‘Contrary to many cleims,’’ said an at- 
‘nché of the corparation counsel's office, 

we believe that this case should be decided 
on its merits and not on sentiment. The

ORE SHIPMENT BREAKS RECORD. 


Movement for the Month of June on the 
Lakes Reaches 3,751,696 Tons, 
a Large Increase. 


Cleveland, O., July 5.—June was the banner 
month in the ore trade of the great lakes. 
The total movement of ore from all ports 
during the month was 3,751,696 tons, com- 
pared with 3,373,833 tons for same month last 
year, a gain of 377,868 tons. The total ship- 
ments up to July 1 were 8,899,883 tons, which 
is an increase oi 3,986,225 tons, or 79 per cent 
over the same time last year. Two Harbors 
is the greatest shipping point, with Duluth 
second. Vessels are pretty badly bunched at 
Lake Erie ports, and ore carriers that arrive 
tomorrow will not get out until the latter 
part of next week. Markets hold steady all 
around, and there is no change in sight. 


IMMENSE: CHECK IS MISSING. 


Whereabouts of Government Warrant 
for $635,000 Sent to Indiana 
Officials Unknown. 


Indianapotis, Ind., July 5.—[Special.]—In- 
diana state officials were worried as to the 
whereabouts of a check for $635,000 drawn 
by the United States in favor of Indiana in 
payment of its war claim. The check was 
mailed in Washington two days.ago, but up 
to this time it had not been seen by the state 
officers. The fact that the checks malied io 
I'linois and several other states in payment 
of similar claims have been received has in- 
creased the anxiety of the Indiana officials. 
Gov. Durbin is out of the city today, but the 
other officials took the matter up with the 
local postal authorities and with the treasury 
department at Washington.

WINNETKA SOLVES PROBLEM OF 


BOND AND INTEREST. 


Offers Plan to Cook County as Feasible 
—Suburban System Requires a Sure- 
ty Company on the Guaranty—Cor- 
poration Designates the Depository 
for Funds and All Interest Is Added 
to Principal Instead of Going Into 
Some Official’s Pocket. 


The village of Winnetka has modestly of- 
fered Cook county a solution of the problem 
‘as to how the county treasurer may be re- 
munerated properly for his services with a 
fixed salary, effectively bonded, and yet 


| legally bound to turn into the public treasury 


all interest on public funds in his charge. 
The smaller governmental corporation 
holds that there is an easy way to prevent 


- Cook county’s treasurer from gathering in 


an excessive annual income, estimated at 


$100,000, by diverting the interest into his 
private pocket, and binding him to accept 
only the maximum salary of $9,000 yearly. 

If the suggestions of the north shore vil- 
lagers are adopted the county treasurer, 
after his election next fall, will be required 
to give a bond with a recognized bonding 
company as surety. That the bonding cor- 
poration shall be satisfied with the risk it is 
suggested that the concern shall name the 
depository where county funds shall be kept. 
Then, it is suggested, the treasurer must 
execute a pledge to accept only a stipulated 
salary, to turn all interest into the public 
treasury, and to pay out of this fund of prin- 
cipal and interest only warrants signed by 
the county board president and the county 
clerk and indorsed by himself. 


2 Works Well in Winnetka. 

This is the financial plan now prevailing 
in Winnetka. It has operated so success- 
fully that last spring it was enacted into a 
village ordinance. “There is just one fault 
that Cook county officials and financiers find 
with the suggestions. They assert that a 
system controlling in Winnetka, where the 
village treasurer is paid but $250 annually 
for handling a small amount of public 
money, may not operate so smoothly in the 
county of Cook, where the county treasurer 
handles more than $20,000,000 annually and 
is required to give a bond of $15,000,000. 

Both the republican and democratic can- 
didates for county treasurer have agreed, if 
elected, to give all interest to the people and 
accept only the “ legal salary ’’—$4,000 a 
year—as county treasurer and $5,000 annually 
for acting, ex-officio, as county collector. 
Politiciang admit that this is one of the 
points on which the fall election hinges. 


Explained by Accountant Herdman. 


F. E. Herdman, superintendent of public 
works and accounts at Winnetka, voices the 
solution offered Cook county. The point set 
up in Cook county is that, should the county 
attempt to dictate the depository, the treas- 
ury head might be so embarrassed that he 
could not secure the big bond which he is 
required to give. Under existing conditions 
the banks which bond this official are allowed 
to hold the public funds, 

** Now, in Winnetka,’’ said Supt. Herdman, 
‘‘ our treasurer is required by charter to sup- 
ply a bond satisfactory to the village coun- 
ceil. To be satisfactory, such a bond must 
be a corporate bond, must name a depository 
acceptable to the council, and must assure 
that the only checks against the village 
funds shall bé the village warrants signed 
by the president and village clerk, and in- 
dorsed by the treasurer. The village enters 
into an agreement with the treasurer to pay 
him a stipulated salary on condition that 
he place the interest on the village funds to 
the credit of the general fund. 

“ This, you see, makes a triangular agree- 
ment—the agreement between the treasurer 
and the bonding company; the agreement 
between the bonding company and the yil- 
lage; and the agreement between the village 
and the treasurer. I believe that, in this 
way, the municipality is fully protected. It 
seems to me that, with slight modifications, 
this system might be applied to Cook 
county.” 

See Few Objections to the Plan. 


Cook county officials see few objections 
to the plan. They contend that the state 
law limits the county treasurer's salary and 
that, contrary to conditions in Winnetka 
village, the county board cannot enlarge 
this. Whether the treasurer, acting as 
county collector, {s rightly entitled to $5,000 
adé@ftional annually is a point on which all 
lawyers do not agree. In any event the 
question is asked as to who shall pay for 
the county treasurer’s bond if he gives a 
$15,000,000 surety backed by a bonding com- 


any. 
‘ # Why. the cost of such a bond would 
take the entire $9,000 and leave the treas- 
urer no pay at all,” said one of the candi- 
dates last night. “ The real solution is that 
the county board should pay far the bond, 
the treasurer should get $9,000 annually, and 
the interest should go into the treasury.”

Agreements to Give Stock. 
According to Joseph H. Marshall's applica- 
tion for the receiver, the capital stock is 
$1,500,000, divided into 1,500,000 shares. Mr. 
Marshall recites an agreement between cer- 
tain persons and the board of directors 
which contemplated the issuance of $600,000 
in promoters’ stock to be owned by the or- 
ganizers and incorporators of the company. 
Of this, he says, certificates for 285,000 shares 
were given to J. C. Rankin, 185,000 to C. W. 
Ament, and to Frank Jager 85,000 shares, 
each hav previously received a certificate 
for 15, shares. In the district court of 
Yavapai county, Ariz., Mr. Marshall avers, 
an order was issued for the cancellation of 

this promoters’ stock. 

The stock itself, he adds, was not delivered 
to the parties named, but to John G., Tripp 
in escrow, and the bill recites thatathe cir- 
cult counrt of Boone county, Ill, enjoined the 
delivery of the stock. 

By agreement, it is said, Mr. Tripp was 
to deliver the stock to the company officers 
for cancellation, and Frank Jager as pres- 
ident was to cancelit. Jager has, however, 
failed to cancel the 85,000 share certificate 
on the books, it is alleged, except such parts 
as he has sold and converted to his own use. 


Another Charge Against Jager. 

Another charge is made that Jager, acting 
as president of the company, bought a piece 
of land for $10,000, but “ instead of having 
a conveyance of the property made to the 
company he had conveyance made to him 
individually, and that he used the money of 
the company, $10,000, In payment therefor; 
and that afterwards he conveyed the ten 
acres to the company and had issued to him- 
self in payment therefor 200,000 shares of 
the capital stock of said company.”’ 


It is further alleged that “no dividends 


have ever been paid out of the mines to the 
stockholders of this company, and that the 
dividends have been paid directly or indi- 
rectly out of money derived from the sale of 
capital stock.” 


REPLIES TO MRS. FOLLETTE. 


Harry Stinson Gillett Says Charges in 
Her Suit Are Untrue and 
Courts Investigation. 


In speaking of the suit filed against him by 
Mrs. Julia B. Follette for an accounting 
Harry Stinson Gillett says most of the allega- 
tions In the bill are untrue.

| Charges Made by a Private. 

The case grew out of charges made by ex- 
Private Weir against Lieut. Arnold, alleging 
‘Cruel treatment of prisoners of war within 
shis command while serving in the Philippines. 
4t was under that report that Gen. Miles 
‘had recommended to Secretary Root that the 
charges were of a character to justify court 
martial. The action of the war department 
jis embodied in the following extract from a 
Tetter to Lieut. Arnbld, through the com- 
™Manding general. of the department of the 
Missouri: 

“The secretary of war, while concurring 
in thé conclusion expressed by the inspector 
that the evidence acquits you of direct 
knowledge of or complicity in the infliction 
of the punishments shown to have been 
practiced by members of your command, is 
of the opinion that these abuses were pre- 
ventable and could scarcely have occurred 
had you exercised that high degree of vigi- 
lance which was imperatively demanded by 
the unusual conditions under which your 
command was operdting; that+your failure 
to do this is only measurably excused by the 
numerous and exacting civil duties imposed 
upon you, and justly exposes you to official 
censure for neglect ef duty, the direct result 
of which has been that, because of the few 
instances of.cruel treatment of prisoners 
which were’ of undoubted occurrence with- 
in your command, the military service gen- 
erally has incurred unjust criticism. 


Personally Kind to Natives. 

“That such neglect has not been made 
the subject of charges is due to the ¢onsid- 
erations above noted, and to the further fact 
shown in evidence that in your personal and 
Official relations with the natives you uni- 
formly exhibited kindness and consideration 
for them, and worked assiduously and with 
excellent results for the betterment of con- 
ditions among them, particularly in the es- 
tablishment of municipal government and 
in the maintenance of public schools. In 
this connection, and as further influencing 
the action taken, the secretary of war is 
pleased to recognize the special commenda- 
tion for gallantry in action extended: you 
by your regimental and division comman- 
ders.”’ 


What the Inquiry Develops. 

The war department also furnishes the fol- 
Jowing statement of the facts developed: 

*““Mhe evidence taken in the course of the 
investigation shows that the punishment, 
charged by Private Weir, of the na- 
tive prisoner at Pasay was adminis- 
tered by three nativé policemen of 
the town of Pasay, directed and as- 
sisted by Sergeant James C. Edwards, troop 
H, fourth United States cavalry, in the 
quarters of the detachment commanded by 
Lieut. Arndid, and was witnessed by several 
noncommissioned officers and privates of the 
detachment, six of whom testify in substan- 
tial corroboration of the more material alle- 
gations preferred by Weir, but state that no 
serious injury resulted from this punishment. 


It appears that with the exception of Ser- 


geant Edwards, none of these men had any- 
thing to do with the administration of the 
punishment; all except him being there as 
spectators. 


Sergeant Cruel to Filipinos. 
_“ Private Weir's allegations of severe pun- 
ishments resorted to by members of Lieut. 


Arnold's command at Calaca, Luzon, were 


stated by him upon hearsay evidence; he dis- 
claimed all direct knowledge as to these 
punishments. The evidence taken complete- 
ly refutes the charges, but does establish the 
fact that punishments of a lesser degree of 
cruelty, but wholly unjustifiabie, were secret- 
ly inflicted by Sergeant Edwards and the na- 
tive scouts in the quarters separately occu- 
pied by them at Calaca, and behind closed 
doors. 

“The evidence of guilt against Sergeant 
Bidwards and of the native scouts who, under 
his direction, administered in greater part 
all the punishments above referred to, is 
reported as conclusive by Col. Crowder, who 
expresses the view that their trial therefor, 
if now possible, would of necessity be fol- 
lowed by conviction and severe punishment. 


He also reports that such action in xe Case 
of Sergeant Edwards cannot be had, for the 
reason that, upon publication in thé daily 
press of the fact that such charges had been 
made against him, and that an investigation 
Lad been instituted and preliminary action 
looking to his trial ordered by the secre- 
tary of war, he deserted the service on May 
“: at San Francisco, Cal., and has not since 
been apprehended.” 


JUSTICE FOR CUBAN SHIPS.

Washington, D. C., July 5.—The president 
has issued a proclamation of date July 3, 
removing discriminating duties upon Cuban 
yessels entering United States ports.

CRISIS IN THE FREIGHT SITUA- 
TION COMES THIS EVENING, 


Handlers Grow Impatient and Say 


Railways to Act on Their Demands 
for More Pay—Chairman Job: of' the 
State Board of Arbitration Interests 
Himself in the Controversy—Final 
Effort for a Settlement. 


Nearly 9,000 freight handlers will decide 
tonight whether they will strike to enforce 
their demands for higher wages. Ina meet- 
ing at Brand’s hall, 162 North Clark street, 
they will be informed by President L. J. 
Curran of the condition of affairs, and the 
situation will be left entirely in their hands. 

President Curran and Secretary Henry met 
Chairman F. W. Job of the state board of 
arbitration yesterday afternoon and urged 
him to take some action towards preventing 
“a strike. Mr. Job telephoned to several gen- 
eral managers, who informed him they were 
ready to confer with committees from their 
own men, but they would not recognize the 
officers of the union. 

Two of the officials suggested it would be 
wise for Mr. Job to appear before a meeting 
of the general managers and explain to them 
what concessions he thought would be asked 
by the men. 


Men Are Impatient. 


Flaws were found in the plan when Presi- 
dent Curran informed Mr. Job that the men 
were tired waiting, and would vote tonight 
on whether they would strike. He thought 
sufficient opportunity had been given the 
companies to settle. 

“ But I can do nothing toward effecting a 
settlement between the companies and the 
men without time,’’ urged Mr. Job. 

**I cannot promise that the man will not 
strike,”’ responded Mr. Curran. “ They are 
determined to have a uniform scale of wages 
throughout the city.’ 

Mr. Job endeavored to convince Mr. Cur- 
ran that nothing could be obtained by hasty 
action, but could not secure any satisfaction.

GIVES UP $350: GETS IT BACK. 


Ernest Schmidt Buys Half Interest in 
a Saloon and Finds Brewery 
Owns the Fixtures.

$350, he did not buy a half interest in any 
downtown office building, but he put his 
savings in a west side music hall, and learned 
much the same lesson.

wur battle.’’ 

Mr. Mitchell advised the firemen to remain 
firm and determined, as success was sure to 
crown their efforts ere long if they did. 


Senators to Take a Hand. 


Late tonight a rumor is current here that 
through the appeals of the strikers’ repre- 
sentatives Senators Quay and Penrose have 
decided to take an active handin settling the 
coal strike. Just what has been done is not 
known, but thestrikers say that the Pennsyl- 
vania Senators have had one conference 
with President Roosevelt and are booked to 
have another, at which there may be found 
some way for federal intervention which will 
cause the operators to consent to a confer- 
ence. 


Operators Claim a Victory. 


The operators claim the strikers are undis- 
putably defeated in their efforts to prevent 
‘ping their mines from 
being badly dama by water. Many ofthe 
engineers, pumpmen, and firemen who orig- 
inally went on strike, they say, have returned 
to work and the others have been filled by 
imported men. The operators report many 
applications for work are being received from 
all classes of workers and the number is in 
creasing daily. 


Men and Women Arrested. 


Today eight women and five men were 
arrested at Miners’ Mills for attacking a 
nonunion man and his wife. They were 
charged with unlawful assembly and disor- 
derly conduct and held under $100 bail to 
keep the peace. The strikers had four coal 
and iron police who yesterday arrested some 
strikers at Drifton arrested for inciting riot 
and assault and battery. They were held 
under $1,000 bail. 

George Entyre, an imported worker at the 
Jersey mine of the Delaware, ckawanna 
and Western company, where a big fire is 
burning, was captured last night half a mile 
from the colliery by a crowd of men and 
stripped. Then he was stoned and forced to 
run half a mile back to the colliery for pro- 
tection. 

Much Activity About Mines. 

The movement of empty coal cars along 
the railroads and the unusual activity about 
several of the collieries in the region indicate 
to the strikers that an effort is to be made in 
a few days to start work at some of the col- 
lieries. The operators assert they have suf- 
ficient men under engagement, both returned 
strikers and imported men, to man several 
of. the collieries. \ 

While they will not admit that work may, 
be resumed next week, there is a general be- 
lief that the effort will be made. In the 
Hazletom region the Pardees are expected to 
mass men at the Harwood colliery, which, 
being on the outskirts of the region, is in less 
danger of attack than a mine in the heart 
of the district, and the coal can be shipped 
from it without being sent past any mining 
village. A number of miners are said to 
have applied for work in response to the no- 
tice of the company that it was ready to re- 
ceive applications. 

In the Wyoming region all indications 
point to a resumption of work at the Nanti- 
coke No. 5 colliery of the Susquehanna coal 
company. This mine is situated at the edge 
of the Wyoming basin, and its output goes 
over the Pennsylvania railroad. — 

Union Pacific Strike Grows. 

Omaha, Neb., July 5.—[Special.]—All the 
blacksmiths, hammer men, and helpers In 
the Union Pacific shops here refused to work 
this morning and joined the strike of the 
poilermakers and machinists. The strike 
of the blacksmiths is against piecework and 
nonunion men. : 


DOWIE AWAITS SECOND COMING. 


Thinks It May Be Within the Next 
Twenty-five Years—Zion City 
the Headquarters. 


John Alexander Dowie is éxploiting the 
possibility of the second coming of Christ 
within the next twenty-five years. He 
doesn’t assert that such knowledge has been 
revealed to him “ from God” directly, but, 
whenever Elijah II. contemplates the second 
coming, he feels in his heart that Christ will 
return to earth within the quarter century.

“ Then, after the rapture, he will come and 
establish his throne at Zion in the holy city 
in the holy land, in the preparation of which 
great city for our King Zion in America hopes 
to have a part.” 

Dowie in a sermon a few weeks ago re- 
ferred to a purpose of Zion to invade Jeru- 
salem.

DEATH DUE TO ACID POISONING. 


Coroner’s Jury Finds It Was Not Heat 
That Killed James H. 
Kelly. 


At the coroner’s inquest yesterday after- 
noon over the body of James H. Kelly, who 
died in the morning at the German hospital, 
it was found death resulted from carbolic 
acid taken with suicidal intent.

The start was scheduled for 1:80, but the | 
regatta committee, desiring to have as many 

entries as possible, postponed the race an | 
hour in order that Sprite and Colleen might | 
repair the damage they had sustained in the 

Independence day races. At that time the 

former broke its rudder post and the latter 

split its mast. 

Colleen came out to the line with its dam- 

aged stick patched. After jockeying about 

for awhile the mast began to buckle and 

forced it to give up. 


Accident Mars First Start. 
The starting gun was fired at 2:40. Arab 
IV. was first to get away. It was obliged 
to put about again, and took last position, 
La Rita crossing first, Privateer second, and 
Sprite third. Shortly after starting Arab 
broke out its spinnaker and began rapidly 
overhauling the rest. 
The race gave promise of being a pretty 
one. When twenty minutes out the judges’ 
boat, Carter H. Harrison, was disabied by 
a hot journal and could not proceed. A con- 
sultation of the judges resulted in the recall 
signal being sounded. The yachts came

In the meantime the revenue cutter Morrill, 
which was policing the course, came to the 
rescue of Harrison and towed it in to the 
breakwater, where the judges and the guests 
aboard disembarked.

The s@cond start was made at 4:30 with 
but two boats, La Rita and Arab IV., as con- 
testants. Sprite dropped out and Privateer 
was forced out through the carrying away of 
its starboard rigging. 

Arab got away ahead, but La Rita came 
up, blanketed it and passed. Arab in turn 
tried to blanket, passing La Rita's stern and 
going to windward, The trick failed and La 
Rita held its lead. Arab stuck closely with 
its balloon jib pulling like a tug boat. The 
Morrill, which had gone ahead, put out a 
buoy. When the mark was reached Arab 
took in its balloon in order to beat back.

La Rita was the first to turn the buoy 
going around, but six seconds ahead of its 
rival. The next leg was a beat, and the 
yachts ‘presented a pretty sight as they 
reached away.

ENDURANCE MOTOR RUN ENDED. 


Thirteen of Thirty-three Reach Finish- 
ing Point at New York—Racine 
Man Injured. 


New York, July 5.—Thirteen‘of the thirty- 
three motor cyclists who started from Bos-_ 
ton for New York at 8 o'clock Friday morn- — 
ing in the inaugural American endurance 
run, promoted by the Metropole Cycling 
club of thie city, arrived at the finish at 
Sixtieth street and Broadway before *10 
o'clock tonight. 

The run wae in two stages, the firet- one 
to Hartford. Seventeen riders left the Con- 
necticut capital at 8 o'clock this morning 
on the homestretch. 

The contestants rode om a schedule with 
a fast and slow time limit for arrival at 
each central. Fight of those who had fin- 
ished tonight were within their allowed 
time. The other five will suffer penalties 
of a point for each minute behind the sehed- 
ule, 

The awards cannot be determined until the 
reports from all of the ten entries in which 
the 253 mile run was divided have been re- 
ceived. Bach man was credited with 1,000 
points at the start, and deductions are to be 
made for lateness in arrival at centrals and 
for substitution of new parts of machines for 
those sealed by the referee at the start. 

This was the first endurance test of motor 
bicyles in this country, and that so many 
of the frail. low powered machines should 
have accomplished the long run on time is 
deemed a victory for the new sport. Those 
who finished tonight reported passing 
through showers all the way from Stamford, 
Conn., to this city.

Another 
member of his stable that is expected to 
perform at Detroit is The Monk, 2:08. This 
horse has been going great guns this season, 
and it is no secret that Geers thinks well of 
his chances, even in the fast class to which 
his record consigns him, and where, sooner 
or later, he will have to meet Lord Derby, 
Boralma, Charley Herr, and that sort of 
trotting timber. It is not believed by horse- 
men that Dormeath will win the M. and M., 
although they look for him to be prominent 
in the race, with, of course, a possibility of 
getting the big end of the purse. The Cali- 
‘ fornia-bred mare Zephyr, a 4-year-old that

Lord Derby in Good Shape. 

George Spear has Lord Derby and a long 
list of other good ones that are in his stable 
quartered at the Detroit course, and it can 
be said the Derby horse is doing all that is 
asked of him in a most satisfactory marmmer. 
His latest workout was four heats, each mile 
right around 2:12, and he stepped the final 
quarter of one: of them in 30% _ seconds. 
Apropos of this fact it may be noted that 


Geers, who is an authority on such matters, , 


says one quarter in 30 seconds at this season 
is harder on a trotter who is capable of such a 
burst of speed than a mile in 2:12 would be, so 
that if this be true, Lord Derby must be in 
racing fettle right now, although the dates 
for his meetings with The Abbot and Boral- 
ma are still quite a bitin the future. Spear 
has a Chamber of Commerce entry in Gold 
Brick, a green pacer that can certainly step 
fast; but so far as public form shows he is 
not the equal of either Direct Ha! or Dandy 
Chimes, both of which are in Geers’ string 
and eligible to the Chamber of Commerce 
event. 

Budd Doble, “whose catarrhal name 
sounds loudly in the trump of fame,” as Dr. 
Holmes put it many years ago, when Dexter 
was champion of the world among trotters 
and Doble had driven him to the 2:17% mark 
at Buffalo, has just reached Detroit from 
California with a stable of four horses of 
whose merits little is known. But Doble, 
who has driven two other trotting cham- 
pions than Dexter—Goldsmith Maid and 
Nancy Hanks—to their best records, is not 
likely to have made the trip from the Pacific 
coast, where he has been staying of late, with

Dolly Dillon a Puzzle. 

One horse that should be at Detroit this 
week is Dolly Dillon, a mare that is an enig- 
matohorsemen. Two seasons ago, when she 
first became prominent in California, where 
she was bred, Dolly Dillon took a record just 
below 2:12, and on account of certain of her 
‘races there were those who even then marked 
her as a possible member of the sensational 
brigade. Dolly made good this estimate of 
her powers when at Providence last summer 
she stepped off three heats in the 2:10 class 
in 2:08%, 2:07, 2:08, never raising her nose 
during any part of the journey and acting as 
if the whole performance was merely play for 
her. It was this race at Providence that 
miade Dolly Dillon go well thought of for the 
Transylvania, but at that time the ex- 
pedient of using a “ stick " to hold her hea¢ 
straight had not been resorted to, and she 
performed poorly, being sixth horse in the 
summary at the finish. Five days later she 
trimmed Onward Silver, winner of the 
Transylvania, with ease over the same track. 
Wintering in California, the mare came east 
a few weeks ago in better form than ever. 
She has all her speed and seems to have be- 
come much steadier than formerly, apparent- 
ly not wanting to break when stepped fast 
in company. 

Stars in the 2:07 Class. 

A mile in 2:10 over the Cleveland track 
the other day, with a last half in 1:03, seemed 
easy for her, and a horseman who does not 


perform, tells me that in his opinion the 
greatest race of the year would be one for 
a straight 2:07 class for a $10,000 purse, no 
entrance, with Lord Derby, Boralma, Dolly 
Dillon, Chain Shot, and Charley Herr to start. 
Chain Shot, like Dolly Dillon, was one of 
last season's sensations. It was in the last 
week of the campaign, at Memphis, that he 
beat both Onward Silver and Dolly Dillon 
in 2:11%4, 2:07%, 2:06, and at the finish of the 
final mile he was “‘ going away,” as they say 
of the runners. The whole performance 
was a surprise to even the best friends of 
Chain Shot, as his previous races had not 
shown him to be what is called a game horse, 
nor had they indicated 2:06% speed for the 
son of Red Heart. Two fairly good heats 
in the Transylvania were all he could put up, 
third money at the finish being his portion, 
and yet his decisive victory over the Tran- 
sylvania winner and Dolly Dillon two weeks 
later at Memphis would make him their 
superior in a clear cut and decisive manner 
when the day and track suit him. 


Rivals to Lord Derby, 

Dolly Dillon and Chain Shot are certainly 
close together when both are at an edge, 
and on their best races last year Boraima 
has not shown that he classes higher than 
they. His best race was at Hartford, where 
he was just beaten by Lord Derby tn 2:06\,, 
won the next heat in 2:07, and was then 
beaten handily in 2:07%. With everything 
equal Boralma has none the best of at 
least three horses eligible to the 2:07 class 
that are seldom compared with him—Chain 
Shot, Dolly Dillon, and Charley Herr. It is 
a certainty that the last named put upa bet- 
ter race against the champion Cresceus at 
Boston when $20,000 was hung up than 
Boralma has ever shown, and as a matter 
of calm judgment based on performances 
Boralma has no business trotting matches 
against Lord Derby, who beat him two races 
last season when the Boston horse was at his 
best. Derby won eVery heat where he did 
not make a break, and those in which he 
was unsteady were by reason of the great 
distance he lost in a break, far harder on him 
than the winning miles. If Lord Derby is 
right on the day of his race with Boralma he 
is likely to make that horse, good as he is, 
look cheap after a couple of heats, just as he 
did at Hartford last year, when Bordima 
had all he could do in the fourth mile to 
beat The Monk in 2:09, with Derby far behing 
them and on a break. 

McKinney’s Get Are Fast. 

‘In about a month from now the California 
stallion McKinney will make the journer 
to his new home at Bloomington, Ind., thus 
adding to the already large collection of 
trotting stallions in that state the one that 
by the records stands today as the best 
speed producer of his age in the world. 

Counting pacers and trotters, McKinney 
has four in the 2:10 list, nineteen in the 2:15 
list, and twenty-eight in the 2:30 list. a 
record which, taken in its entirety, is bet- 
ter than that of any other horse of the age 
of McKinney, who is now only 14. McKin- 
ney’s blood lines—through Aleyone to 
George Wilkes in the male line and to Gov 
Sprague in the female line—have already 
been referred to in this column, but as he 
has always been in California his racing 
career, which was a marvelously success- 
ful one, has been overlooked by a good many 
eastern people. He started in twenty-eight 
races and won twenty-five of them, begin. 
ning as a 2 year old and finishing with a 
mark of 2:114%. That, with the compara- 
tively small opportunities afforded a public

stemp McKinney as a marvel from a breed- 
er’s standpoint, but his excellence is further 
emphasized by the fact that eight of his get 
have records better than 2:12.

That McKinney will repeat in Indiana his 
California triumphs is certain, provided that 
as good or better mares than he has had in 
his present home are the only requisite to 
such success. H. B. Gentry, who has bought 
McKinney, is a newcomer to the ranks of 
harness horse breeders, but he is not ex- 
actly a novice, and his brood mares will be 
of the right sort. It is possible, however, 
that McKinney may not thrive on a change 
of climate. Some sires do not, while others 
make a wonderful success by reason of it, 
as witness Electioneer and George Wilkes, 
both of whom were kept in New York state 
until well along in years without doing even 
fairly well as sires, but sending one to Call- 
fornia and the other to Kentucky gave the 
sat its two greatest progenitors of trotting 
speed. 

There is no doubt that a lot of the best 
brood mares in the land will be shipped from 
other states to Indiana as scon as McKinney 
is domiciled there, because breeders else- 
where will want his blood if its potency is to 
continue. The stallion’s fee has not been 
fixed. Mr. H. B. Gentry, his new owner, is 
a rich man, who, like others of his class, is 
establishing a stock farm more as a means 
of recreation than with any idea that the 
venture will prove particularly remunera- 
tive, but the chances are that $200 will be 
the cost of breeding to McKinney—the high- 
est stallion fee of the present day barring 
that of Cresceus. 


BAD ROADS AFFECT AUTOS. 


Many Pleasure Trips Postponed Be- 
cause of Weather—Small Party Tours 
the Wisconsin Lake Region.

DILER'S TALK OF THE RING 


EXPLAINS O’BRIEN’S POOR SHOW- 
ING IN LOCAL BOUTS. 


Philadelphia Boxer Handicapped by 
Bruised Knuckles on Left Hand and 
Sore Right Arm, Both of Which 
Were Painful in Contest Against 
Beauscholte — Promoters Decide 
Gans-McFadden Fight on the Level 
and Pay Purse to Principals.

Although Jack O’Brien, the Philadelphia 
middleweight, handily outpointed Jim Dris- 
coll and Jack Beauscholte at the America 
athletic club’s show last Monday night, he 
did not make a favorable impression upon 
those of the spectators who had never seen 
him in action when in good fighting trim. 

Jack was far from himself on Monday 
night. He entered the ring against Driscoll 
with the Knuckles of his left hand bruised 
and hie right arm a bit sore, but usable. 
His left hand, the one upon which he relies 
to pull down purses and to decorate the 
frontispieces of his opponents, was, for the 
purposes named, practically useless. There- 
fore, instead of driving it ! Jim’s rough, 
tough visage with its usuaY demoralizing 


pushing it at Driscoll’s face andatilizing it 
as a lever or prop to drive his right to the 
body. At times, however, he was compelled 
to bring his sore left into action, which, with 
the overabundance of work the contest forced 
on his right arm, left his fighting utensils 
more fit for the repair shop than for another 
eighteen minute working session. | 

The breathing spell he received while the 
gemi-windup between Hugo Kelly and Harry 
‘Peppers was on benefited him somewhat— 
that is, as to repairing his bellows—but he 
could not, during the short intermission, 
prepare his hands to fit them for a bruising 
go. On the other hand, the half hour respite 
stiffened the upper part of his right hand, 
with the result he was unable to bring it into 
such forcible action as with Driscoll, 

Therefore, when O’Brien faced Beauscholte 
he was utterly incapacitated—practically 
armiess, so to speak. His underpinning, 
wind, and general science, however, were as 
good as when he stacked up against iron- 
faced Jim, and that was eufficient to more 
than offset anything Beauscholte had in his 
fistic category. * 

Still, he was unable to do himself justice, 
and was therefore a disappointment to those 
who were not acquainted with his condi- 
tion. When he defeated Al Neil he was fit 
to fight for a king’s ransom, and showed 
the crowd the fastest and neatest bit of 
boxing ever witnessed in Chicago. Those 
who saw him against Neil and those who 
were informed of the artistic manner in 
which he trimmed the Californian naturally 
expected to see him repeat against Driscoll 
and Beauscholte, ‘and his failure to do so 
lost him quite a few admirers. 


But to Jack’s bout with Beauscholte. He 
began, as with Driscoll, by trying to feint 
the local boxer into knots. In this he suc- 
ceeded in epots only, as Sig Hart, Beau- 
scholte’s manager and adviser, continuous- 
ly coached him to get close and slug. Beau- 
scholte followed those instructions to: the 
best of his knowledge, a knowledge that, 
yowever, was fraught with fear of receiv- 
ing a wallop that would put him to the 
bad. 

Hart noticed early in the game that 
O’Brien’s hands were in a bad way and 
so informed his protégé, but the latter saw 
£0 many ~ vicious feints he thought, and 
rightfully so, that O’Brien’s mitts were 
loaded with knockout drops. 80 he was 
afratd to get within administering distance 
of them. The Philadelphian, besides stall- 
ing along to worry out the six rounds with- 
out giving his opponent a chance to score 
effectively, pushed his left into the Chi- 
cagoan’s face and occasionally hoisted a 
Hght right upper cut. The latter blows 
from a spectator’s viewpoint looked like 
the proper goods and generally brought ap- 
plause, but there was no force behind them 
simply because his arm was practically 
dead. Had Beauscholte been aware of it 
there is no doubt he would have made 
O’Brien hopscotch all over the ring, but 
he labored under the false impression his 
opponent was awaiting an opening to put 
on a touch that would lead to a knockout. 

O’Brien, with the exception of his in- 
ability to hit with effect, did not show by 
his actions that he was other than in the 
best possible fix. So well did he hide the 
deplorable condition of his hands that’ his 
most ardent admirers expected to see him 
score a knockout at any moment and with 
either hand. He biluffed it through nicely 
for four rounds, after which the pain in 
his left knuckles and on the upper part of 
his right arm w&s so excruciating he winced 
whenever he ght either of them into 


ranuecholte, then, with the end of the 
contest in sight and egged on harder than 
ever by Sig Hart, salledin todoordie. He 
made a grand effort in the remaining six 
minutes, and although he landed quite fre- 
quently O’Brien’s cleverness and his all 
around knowledge of the game was just a 
bit too much for the Chicago boy, who heft 
the ring outpointed but not disgraced.

ENGLISH PRIDE REVIVES. 


SHOW OF POWER IN SHIPS AND 
MEN HAS TONIC EFFECT. 


Man in the Street Is Again Holding 
Head High and Congratulating Him- 
self Upon the Nation Prestige— 
Damper Put on by the Boers Is En-

LONDON, July 5.—One who goes about 
much in London cannot fail to be struck 
with a certain recurrence of the tone of self- 
satisfaction in the ordinary English talk, 
which had been lacking in the last two years. 
Perhaps recent incidents, such as the splen- 
did showing of the colonial troops in the 
review this week, representing, as one 
patriotic Briton remarked, ‘‘ The microcosm 
of our hundred millions of people, bound with 
one tie and upholding one ideal,’’ and the 
fine display of English warships at Spithead 
helped to embolden the Englishman to give 
voice to his abiding faith in himself, which 
he has never lost, but has been rather silent 

about lately. 

Certainly there is much justification for 
this pride in the fact that such a stupendous 
array of British naval power was possible 
in Portsmouth waters without disturbing a 
single squadron on service elsewhere, while 
the colonial soldiery on exhibition here was 
a fine body of men of whom the empire well 
may be proud. 3 

On the whole, it is agreeable rather than 
otherwise to notice Englishmen getting over 
their depression and beginning to take rosy 
views of life again, and one reflects that the 
belief in himself has always been the Eng- 
lishman’s most noticeable characteristic and 
perhaps one of the chief reasons of his suc- 
cess. 


Politics of Week Dull. 


Politically the week has been as dull as ita 
predecessor, and the somewhat heated dis- 
cussion over the religious aspect of the 
pending education bill in parliament has led 
to nothing particularly interesting to Amer- 
icans. 

About the proposed zollverein, though the 
colonial premiers are now in conference, it 
seems that its chance is not improved, and 
it ie likely the conference will not come to 
any more significant conclusion than that 
of 1897, which decided the existing state 
of things between England and the colonies 
to be generally satisfactory.

In regard to the disposal of money received 
for stand tickets, as is already known, the 
larger hotels with good commercial wisdom 
promptly refunded the full amount paid, 
while such tickets as were sold with the 
understanding that if there was no pro- 
cession to return the money in whole or in 
part kept to their bargain. The American 
express company, which had nothing to 
gain by doing so except reputation for fair- 
ness, returned every penny it received for 
stand seats in Waterloo place without wait- 
ing for the purchasers to ask for it. On the

SAFE OF HUMBERTS IS SOLD. 


Famous Strong Box of Swindlers, Which 
Was Empty When They Fled, 
Brings 1,660 Francs. 


PARIS, July 5.—The famous Hifmbert safe 
was sold at auction today for 1,600 francs. 

A director of the Belgian bank, referred to 
by the Daily Chronicle of London as having 
failed for $10,000,000 as the result of ad- 
vances made to the Humberts, who are now 
fugitives from justice on account of their 
alleged swindling operations, denies the re- 
port of the failure and says the bank was 
not connected with the Humbert loans. 


While the debate on the Humbert case was 
proceeding in the chamber of deputies on 
June 27 a crowd of 7,000 persons was wit- 
nessing the removal of the safe from the 
Humbert residence to an auction room. 
This the safe supposed to contain the 
many millions of the Humberts, but which 
was found to be empty after their flight 
from Paris.

FRANCE TO DESTROY ORDERS. 


Premier in Speech in Chamber Declares

PARIS, July 5.—An interpellation was 
made in the chamber of deputies today con- 
cerning the application by the government 
of the law of aseociations by the recent clos- 
ing of schools, etc., which were managed by 
unauthorized congregations.

FRENCH WHEAT CROP GOOD 


GRAIN MEN NOW ABLE TO ESTI- 
MATE THEIR TOTALS. 


Amount Needed for Home Consumption 
Will Require the Importation of 
Nearly 20,000,000 Busheis—Southera 
and Central Departments Are Pre- 
paring for Harvest, Which Is Ex- 
pected to Yield Well tn Spite of Bad 


Season.

PARIS, July 5.—Owing to the remarkabiy 
favorable dry, clear, and sunny weather 
that has prevailed since June 20, which is the 
most critical period for the French wheat 
crop, the farmers In southefn and central 


| France have decided to begin cutting their 


wheat next Monday unless some great 
meteorological changes set in. 
‘The wheat harvest in Britanny, Normandy, 
and the northern departments will com- 
mence on July 15. This is extremely reas- 
suring, because Fretich wheat, which start- 
ed off finely in March, encountered a bad 
April and a continuation of cold rainfalls 
and storms without a break from May 15 to 
June 20, the weather seemed to have com- 
promiséd on the crop yesterday. 


Estimates of Grain Dealers. 

I consulted six leading wheat firms in 
Paris, who stated that they were already in 
possession of sufficient data to make their 
estimates for 1902. The unanimous forecast 
of these houses is that this year’s French 
wheat crop, inclusive of Algeria and Tunis, 
will be 115,000,000 hectoliters—or, in round 
numbers, 316,000,000 bushels. This would 
represent the average crop of the last five 
consecutive years and a greater one than 
that of 1001, which, according to official re- 
turns, was 107,000,000 hectoliters, or 204,150,- 
000 bushels. The estimates of the French 
wheat crop are of exceptional importance 
just now because by the end of July the re- 
serve supply of stored wheat will be ex- 
hausted, so that the amount of foreign wheat 
that will be required for France can be ac- 
curately calculated. 


Shortage Can Be Estimated. 

The total home consumption of wheat in 
France, including what is needed for sow- 
ing, is 122,000,000 hectoliters, or 335,500,000 
bushels, consequently if the confident esti- 
mate for this year’s harvest of 316,000,000 
bushels is realized there will be a shortage 
“of 19,500,000 bushels for home consumption, 
which must be Imported from other coun- 
tries. The wheat market in Paris has dur- 
ing the last few days been disturbed by 

reports from Chicago confirming 
the partial destruction of the grain crop 
in Kansas and in other wheat regions of the 
United States. The dealers here seem to be 
basing their calculations on rising prices. 
The quality of French wheat in the southern 
departments is somewhat short on the ker- 
nels. but it Is expected this will be remedied 
by the present clear and sunny magnificent 
wheat weather. -C. 1. B.

One Alliance Result of Other.

Prinetti, and also the separate 
understanding between Russia and Austrie- 
Hungary in the Balkans, the outcome of 
which is the renunciation of Austrian ambi- 
tion in the Balkan peninaula and of Bul- 
garian ambition in Macedonia, could not 
have been possible had it not been for the 
previous completion of the Franco-Russian 
alliance. 

The visit of Prince Ferdinand of Bulgaria 
first to St. Petersburg and now to Paris, 
although almost unnoticed owing to more 
sensational events, shows that Bulgaria, as 
well as Servia, is completely under Russian 
influence and may be henceforward consid- 
ered as belonging to the Frarico-Russian 
alliance, thereby establishing the supremacy 
of Russia in the Balkan peninsula.

All sympathizers 
with the defeated Boers are asked to sign 
the message to them. . 


What the Message Says. 

The letter to the Boers says: 

“For ourselyes, and ok behalf of many 
thousands of men and women in Great Brit- 
ain, Ireland, and the colonies, we desire to 
express to you our admiration and our sym- 
pathy—our admiration because of the mag- 
nifieent and heroic stand you made for your 
independencs against the might of England, 
helped by all her colonies; and our sympathy 
in this bour of your surretider, but not of 
humiliation, for you have rivaled, even if 
you have not surpassed, the patriotic hero- 
isene of history. 

“We wish frankly to confess that you 
have not had from us just or friendly treat- 
ment, but, on the contrary, that a maeterful 
and selfish temper, inflaming an ill-informed 
mind, has led to the doing of a great wrong 
(some of us would say, to the commission 
of a great crime) in the conspiracy against 
and the assault upon your two most inter- 
esting republics. 

“ For the time being, this wrong or crime 
is triumphant, and those who are responai- 
ble for it loudly assert that what they have 
done is ‘for all time.’

Overwhelmed with Honors;

EX-ATTACHE’S LETTER. 


Men of Science on Whom: De- 
pends Lives of Rulers and 
Course of History Exalted by 
.Monarchies and Republics; 
Doetors as State Advisers. 


HE. present era seems to be 
the golden age for physi-. 
Clans. Every country ap- 
. pears to be bent upon over- 
whelming them with honors 
. and dignities of one kind and 
another. In the list of hon- 
ors granted ten days ago by 
King Edward on the day set 
for his coronation the med- 
ical profession figures more 
largely than any other call- 
ing. A physician has just 
been intrusted by the presi- 
dent of the French republic 
with the duties of premier, 
while here in the United 
States we find a medical man 
on the high road to the com- 
mand of the army, after 
having filled with such signal 
success offices of exceptional difficulty, deli- 
cacy, and responsibility as to lead to his 
being publicly extolled by the chief magis- 
trate of the commonwealth as the most val- 
ued and valuable of the latter’s servants. 

It is difficult under the circumstances to 
realize that as recently as the early portion 
of the reign of Queen Victoria physicians 
had virtually no place in Euorpean socic ty. 
They were merely tolerated when eminent, 
and neither in London nor yet in any of the 
leading capitals of Europe would members 
of. the great world ever dream of inviting 
their doctors to their dinner parties. Their 
position was indeed most invidious. To put 
the matter in plain English they were not re- 
garded. socially speaking, as gentlemen. Nor 
were they accorded the treatment as such. 
This was due in part to a survival in the 
olden days when the surgeon and the apothe- 
cary stood’on the same social level as the 
barber, the three offices being often united 
in one and the same person. It was like- 
wise due also to the natural awkwardness 
which a hostess might feel in receiving at 
her table on terms of social equality the 
medico whom she had feed in the morning 
and consulted about her health. All these 
ideas, however, belong to a bygone genera- 
tion. Today we find doctors being ennobled 
by nearly every one of the sovereigns of 
Europe. 

There are- some two score baronets and 
knights in the medical profession of Great 
Britain, as well as a peer, in the person of 
Lord Lister. Emperor William has con- 
ferred patents of nobility upon Dr. Ernest 
Leyden, the famous German physician, who 
attended the deathbed of the late czar; upon 
Dr. Koch of bacilli celebrity; and upon a 
number of other stars of the profession in 
Germany and abroad. To the regent of 
Bavaria belongs the credit of having. con- 
verted Dr. Roentgen, the inventor of the X 
ray® into a full fledged baron. In repub- 
lican France physicians have in late years 
received the highest grade of the order of 
the legion of honor, and not only several 
princes of royal blood have adopted medi- 
cine as a calling destined to enhance their 
usefulness to their fellow citizens but there 
is likewise a full fedged queen—namely: the 
French consort of King Carlos of Portugal— 
who, having passed all the requisite exam- 
inations, is now entitled to add the letters 


word “ regina.”’ 


O surprise need be expressed 
at this. On the contrary, it 
is astonishing that so many 
nay even tenturies, 


the medical profession came 
to be appreciated at its true 
worth. It is a calling to 
which all others, save those 
perhaps of a religious char- 
acter, must necessarily give 
way. For even the greatest 
and most powerful in the 
land are not exempt from 
human ills, and when pros- 
trated and rendered helpless 
by sickness, or by physical

Sostrongly do physicians realize this 
that in several instances where mistakes in 
the treatment of their royal patient re- 
sulted fatally they took their own lives, and 
I need merely remind my readers that, not 
even the suicide of Sir Richard Croft was held 
by his fellow citizens to have constituted an 
atonement for the sorrow and trouble in 


, which he had plunged the entire nation by 


the fatal errors of his treatment of Princess 
Charlotte of Wales, only child of * King 


_ George IV., and at the time of her premature 


death the heir to his throne. And within the 
last decade we have witnessed the self- 


. destruction of one of the late czar’s physi- 


clans, while a celebrated colleague of his, who 
was held by the Russian people to be equally 
accountable for their ruler’s death, had his 
residence at Moscow completely wrecked 

the mob, narrowly escaping with his life. 

The task of physicians in attendance 

‘Tulers and upon royalty is rendered addi- 
tionally difficult by the fact that until their 
illustrious patient becomes seriously ill, and 
more or less helpless, they are proverbially 
self-willed, opinionated, and touchy on 
the score of their health. They do not 
relish being told that they are ailing, 
nor do they like to obey directions with re- 
gard to precautionary measures in the way 
of diet, and care, until they are actually 
stricken. Moreover, some of them are in the 
habit of placing all the blame upon the 


| Shoulders of their physicians whenever, by 


any chance through their own carelessnéss 
and’ their own neglect to observe certain 
rules and regulations, they fall sick. Finally, 
there is that pronounced objection which they 
one and all seem to entertain to permitting 
the public to be made acquainted by the 
doctors with the real condition of their 
health. And it is more often the fault of the 
distinguished patient than of the physicians 
and surgeons in attendance that optimistic 
bulletins are issued long after all hope has 
been to the moment when

of the sick chamber. 


T is only by means of the ex- 
ercise of a vast amount of 
tact, discretion, courage, 
and firmness that these doc- 
tors of personages of the 
rank of King Edward can 
manage to fulfill their du- 


ple interested in the wel- 
™, fare of the latter. And the 
y combination of these quali- 
ties is sufficiently rare to 
render those who display 
them valued, not merely as 
medical attendants, but as 
warm friends and trusted 
advisers. There was no one, 
. for instance, who exercised 
‘po’ great an influence over 
the late czarina of Russia 
as old Dr. Botkine, who, when first sum- 
moned to the imperial palace, had shown 
sufficient independence to refuse to dlagnose 
her case—it was tuberculosis—uniless she 
disrobed sufficiently to admit of the medical 
examination to her chest and lungs. He 
was quite young and utterly unknown at 
the time, and by his sturdy honesty and de- 
cision of character, not only succeeded in 
getting her prudish majesty to do what 
all his other more eminent had 
previously sought in vain but likewise in- 
spired her with such confidence and regard 
that she retained him for the remainder of 
her life as her physician and best friend. 
Only those acquainted with the inner his- 
tory of the English court’ @uring the latter 
half of the Victorian reign are aware of the 
immense influence which Sir William Jenner 
exercised over the late queen. It was an in- 
fluence acquired as a doctor, but which led 
to his advice being sought by his illustrious 
patient about all sorts of matters, many of 
them entirely foreign to her health. He was

wont to see her regularly twice a week, wher- 
ever she happened to. be, these visits never, 
however; being recorded in the Court Circu- 
lar,. which she herself edited, and Sir:'James 
Reid, the resident physician to her majesty, 
being her regular medical attendant, the 
visita paid by Sir William Jenner to Victoria 
must be regarded as having been rather those 
of a friend and adviser than as professional 


Sir Francis Laking is on the high road to 
attain a similar position with regard to King 
Edward, who not only values his séience: but’ 
shows a marked predilection for his com- 
panionship. The baronetcies conferred upon 
him, as.well as upon Sir Frederick Treves, 
who performed the recent operation upon 
the king, are likely to be supplemented in 
the event of the latter’s complete recovery 
by further honors, which probably will take 
the form of peerages, thus adding~to.the 
number of medical lords in the upper house 
of the national legislature. Nor any 
fault be found with sucha promotion. The 
days when the English press and people 
united in abusing King George IV. for 


knighting his doctor and for confiding to | 


him the duties of private secretary as the 
only man upon whom he could absolutely 
rely are long since past. Gone, too, are the 
days when Punch, with pondrous: humor, 
ridiculed the idea of granting: hereditary 
honors to médical men by putting forward 
a suggestion to the effect that the physician 
in attendance at those events in Queen Vic- 
toria'’s family which are destribed as hap- 
py” In the palace, as well as in the cottage, 
should be raised to the peerage under the 
title of“ Lord Deliverus,” and not a word 
of objection will be heard to the addition of 
two such valuable recruits to the upper 
house of the British legislature. 

H® extent, indeed; to which 
the medical ‘profession has 
raised itself in the eyes of 
the people may De seen by 
the fact that-wheml the other 
day the London Lancet rec- 
ommended that one of the 
three boys of the prince of 
Wales should be reared as a 
physician, giving as its rea- 
son that the English medical 
profession ‘‘ has long merit- 
ed acknowledgment, and the 
fikest acknowledgment 
would be the enrollment in 
their body of a prince of the 
blood.

ARIS, June 24.—A measure 
which may have a decided 
effect on American insur- 
ance companies doing busi- 
ness in France, and is, in 
fact, almed at them, has 
just been introduced into the 
chamber by Deputy Henry 
Ferrette, who desires that 
all insurance companies be 
placed under the supervision 
of the government. 

Owing to a certain hostil- 
ity towards foreign compa- 
nies, nearly all of which are 
American, these 
legal existence in France— 
that is to say, they are only 
recognized by a decree which 
can be revoked at any mo- 

‘them off from doing business. On. er 
hand, all the French companies have a legal 
‘existence, and they have so far been power- 


‘ful enough to keep their American rivals 
from enjoying the same privilege. 


Because ‘of liberality in advantages to 
policyholders, the American companies have 
captured an immense business. This has 
aroused great jealousy among the French 
companies, who are hoping that by plac- 
ing foreign companies under state control 
the decrees in some cases may be revoked, 
and in others privilege curtailed. 
here are man 
chamber fears American competi- 
tion, and will urge the government on to a 
more complete policy of protection. The 
vice president of the chamber, Deputy 
Etienne, one of the most prominent and 
competent men in parliament, has opened 
the question of the danger of American 
trusts, particularly the shipping trust, for 
France, and the discussion, which the min- 
ister of commerce has aecepted for a cham- 
ber debate, is a preliminary move on the 
part of the present parliament towards a 
careful study of the best methods of pro- 
tecting French interests.

HE trip between Paris and 
London will soon be short- 
ened to seven hours, a great 
boon to Americans who are 
patrons of the service. In- 
deed, six hours and a half 
by the Folkstone-Boulogne 
route will soon be the maxi- 
mum time The innovation 
will be fast afternoon serv- 
ice, carrying first and sec- 
ond class passengers. These 
will be able to leave London 
’ gt 2:20 In the afternoon and 
arrive in Paris at 9:15 the 
same evening. From Bou- 
logne to Paris there will be 
a fine restaurant car. This 
new service will permit pas- 
sengers to transact their 
business of the day before 
starting and to make the trip without the 
loss of sleep at night. English rs 
and transatlantic travelers will henceforth 
be able to arrive in England in time to catch 
the night trains for Liverpool and other 
northern points, which constitutes almost 
a day’s gain over the present system. All 
train services between Paris and London 
are to be quickened and improved. 

The second great underground line will 
soon be finished, and Parisians in December 
will be able to ride from the Arc de Triomphe 
to the Place de la Nation ina few minutes. 
Transportation in Paris will, in fact, becom- 
pletely transformed. The remarkable feature 
of the new line of the “ Merto,” as the 
French call it, is the rapidity with which it 
has been constructed, almost without sur- 
face disturbance of the streets under which 
it passes. This new line will sound the death 
knell of the slow, uncomfortable omnibuses 
which have encumbered the streets. The 
cabbies dread it more than the first line, 
whieh has not seriously hurt them, as it does 
not connect the outlying districts with the 
boulevards, as the new line does.

THE PRESIDENT’S “TRUST” POLICY. 

“ He who goes slowly goes safely.” This 
is the essence of President Roosevelt's 
policy concerning the perplexing industrial 
problems of the day. They cannot be solved 
offhand. The community must feel its way 

rards their solution. It must not go with 
add haste and pull up the wheat in 
pulling up the tares. There must be a 
happy middle course between destructive 
radicalism and destructive conservatism. 
As President Roosevelt puts it: 

We need what Mr. Knox [the attorney general] 
has shown—the character that will refuse to be 
hurried into any unwise or precipitate movement 
by any clamor, whether hysterical or demagogic, 
and, on the other hand, the character that will re- 
fuse to be frightened out of the movement which 
he thinks it right to undertake py any pressure, 
still less by any threat, express or implied. 

There have been attacks upon the admin- 
istration, attacks often insincere and 
prompted by a desire to make party capital, 
. because a blind war against all industrial 
combination has not been carried on. Men 
interested in railroad mergers and in monop- 
olistic enterprises have done all in their 
power to induce the administration to let 
the combines alone. The administration 
has not been moved from its position by the 
attacks of politicians or the pleas of cap- 
italists. 

Its position is that where th€re is evidence 
which warrants or seems to warrant a suc- 
cessful prosecution under existing anti-trust 
laws suit shall be begun, no matter who is 
hit by it, but that wherever there is no hope 
of winning suits suits will not,be brought. 
‘To bring them would be a’ sham and pre- 
tense. Nobody would be deceived. — 

On this latest occasion, as on previous oc- 
casions, the president calls attention to the 
necessity for additional legislation—na- 
tional, state, and municipal. He has sug- 
gested to congress the expediency of enact- 
ing a law giving to the national government 
the power to supervise and regulate indus- 
tr'al combinations, The suggestion has not 
been heeded. The attorney general must 
get along as best he can with the laws now 
on the statute books. The president be- 
lieves the attorney general has done all he 
ean. The men interested in the Northern 
recurities company and beef trust think he 
is doing altogether too much. 


WHY THE TRAIN WAS HELD UP. 

The precarious nature of life in great 
centers of civilization was forcibly illus- 
trated last Thursday by the Rock Island 
holdup. Bspecially, it appears, are civilized 
centers unsafe when they are situated in a 
new country in which people are not suf- 
ficiently labeled and pigeon-holed. The 
rigidity of the life of the older countries is 
wanting. Men drift around without pass- 
ports, coming and going unquestioned. There 
is no system of registration except for 
notorions characters. There is an easiness 
of government surveillance which leaves one 
free to order his travels as his caprice di- 
rects without giving any explanation to 
anybody. Hence what we eall our “ floating 
population,” coagulating and festering in 
the southern part of the First ward, per- 
forming the office of leech to the city, using 
the lodging house as its lair and the all-night 
saloon as the center of its web of men- 
dicanecy and crime. 

Two purposes are served by the levee 
and its purlieus and two advantages are 
secured for the crook. He can start from 
a strategic position and he can return toa 
den of concealment. If the men who held 
up the “ Big Five” are like their prede- 
cessots in similar exploits in the vicinity of 
Chicago they will be found to have had 
their temporary home not far from Six- 
teenth street. The moral of the affair is 
what the moral of many First ward elec- 
tions has been. The lodging houses and the 
all-night saloons need regulating and the 
ingress and egress of tramps, loafers, and 
dependents, and delinquents in general 
need more careful watching. Laissez faire 
has its limits. The chances are that the 
Rock Island holdup wonld never have hap- 
pened in or near a city which exercised an 
adequate supervision over the dangerous 
part of its population. The sooner that 
supervision is begun the greater will be the 
saving to life and to property. 


MARRBYING TOO YOUNG. 

Mr. A. Montefiore Brice’s recent article 
in the London Mail uses the police court 
records and the census returns to warn the 
world against early marriage. Apparently 
Mr. Brice thinks that people who marry be- 
fore they are 21 incur great dangers. Sta- 
tistics from Berlin have shown of inte that 
divorces are much more frequent among 
those who marry early than among those 
who marry late. Of course thoke who marry 
early have more time in which to get di- 
yoreed. Wven when this fact has been reck- 
oned with, however, there still seems to the 
statisticians to be reason to think that the 
marriage of minors is in general a mistake. 
What is true in Berlin appears now to be 
true in London. The “ spiritual and scien- 
tific mating and marriage,” which was sug- 
gested the other day at a woman’s meeting 
in New York, seems often to be neglected in 
Finglish affairs of the heart. The conse- 
quence of that neglect is to'be seen, thinks 
Mr. Brice, in the large number of desertions 
to which the police court records and the 
census returns bear witness. 

The number of child marriages is in it- 
self astonishing. In London, if one consid- 
ers the total number of marriages, 4.5 per 
cent are those of male minors and 16.5 per 
cent are those of female minors. In the 
provinces 5.5 per cent are those of male 
minors and 18 per cent those of female 
minors. It appears, then, that the provinces 
are in this matter worse than London and 
the women worse than the men. In Eng- 
land and Wales there are 56,398 married 
persons who are under age. In London 
alone there are 13,000 such persons. On 
the night of the last. census of those 
wives whose husbands were not living with 
them 742 were under age, and of those hus- 
bands whose wives were not living with

them 2,000 were under age. Also of the 850 | 


minors in prison 200 were married. These 
things, together with many incidents that 
have come under his notice, have convinced 
Mr. Brice that the early marriage is an in- 
stitution which cannot too soon disappear, 
That it is tending to disappear seems to 
be indicated by the history of the last quar- 
ter century. In 1874, which was a kind of 
“banner year,” or “ high water mark,” out 
of every 1,000 husbands and wives 84 hus- 
bands and 227 wives were underage. Since 
that time there has been steady, uninter- 
rupted progregs.. Today out of every 1,000 
husbauds and wives there are only 50 hus- 
bands and only 165 wives underage. The 
marriage age, it seems, is rising. «Which 
may-mean that peopleare-more sensible. It 
may really miean, however, that times are 
harder and food prices higher. Or it may 
mean that the “ standard of life” has risen 
and men and women will not marry unless 
they can be sure of a higher degree of phys- 
ical comfort in their homes, Any one, or all, 
of these things may be true. The fact is 
clear. The explanation is difficult. 
There is one particularly disquieting ele- 
ment in the problem. Barly marriages are 
much more common among the poor than 
among the rich. Now early marriages lead 
to domestic unhappiness. Should not the 
rich, therefore, be happier domestically than 
the poor? Butarethey? If not, where does 
the trouble come in? Is it the mere posses- 
sion of wealth and its opportunities that 
makes the difference? 


ISSUES OF THE CAMPAIGN. 

The versatile Mr. Cockran and the astute 
Mr. Hill have struck the keynote of the 
democratic campaign, Mr. Cockran ha- 
rangued the assembled braves of Tammany 
hall on the president’s failure to secure 
reciprocity with Cuba, while Mr. Hill seized 
the opportunity offered in writing a letter of 
regret to condemn the.“ foreign policy of 
the national administration toward the Phil- 
ippines as a disgrace.” As he put it, “ the 
recent harangue of a perambulating presi- 
dent of the United States on a concededly 
nonpartisan occasion has fixed the responsi- 
bility for the crime upon the administration, 
which it cannot now avoid.” . The adminis- 
tration accepts the responsibility for the 
“crime,” which was committed by direc- 
tion of the American people and is how 
hailed with delight by the Filipinos. The 
republican party is responsible for the piece 
of constructive statesmanship called 
Philippine bill, and is willing to go before 
the country on that issue.

MR. CHOATE’S MISTAKE. 

Most Americans will agree with ex-Gov. 
[Llastings of Pennsylvania that there was no 
oecasion for limiting the speeches at the 
fourth of July dinner in London to the 
toasts to the king and the president. Ifthe 
king had been seriously ill, if his recovery 
had not been certain, it would have been fit- 
ting for Ambassador Choate to request that 
the usual independence day orations be 
omitted. It is not in good taste to jubilate 
when death is in the house or at the door. 
As it was we learn that the dinner was 
“considerably expedited” to permit Mr. 
Choate and the secretary of the embassy, 
Mr. White, to change from evening into 


court dress to go to the reception given at’ 


the India office for the native princes of the 
Indian empire. 

After Mr. Choate departed the form 
governor of Pennsylvania expressed his dis- 
approval of Mr. Choate’s suggestion, the 
lieutenant governor of New York agreed 
with -tiim, and an Australian bishop made 
the hit of the evening in a speech replete 
with witticisms. The company seems to 
have been entirely of the opinion that the 
speakers who broke Mr. Choate’s injunction 
to remain silent were right, and as the even- 
ing wore on the eagle screamed in true 
fourth of July fashion, while the lion roared 
his approval. 

The convalescence of the king has been 
the occasion of many festivities. On the 
evening of the fourth.the prince of Wales 
was present at the India office to receive in 
behalf of his father, while the queen has re- 
viewed troops and given audiences for the 
last week.

THE SETTLEMENT AND THE FAMILY. 

Not long ago Mr. Urwick, subwarden of 
Toynbee hall, wrote an article in which he 
deplored the tendency he observed in many 
settlements toward an excess of apparatus 
and a neglect of those ideas of simple home- 
likeness and neighborliness which were in 
the ascendant when Toynbee hall, the firat 
settlement, came into being. Institution- 
alization—which. is at least as good a word 
as democratization—is what Mr. Urwick 
and his friends regard as the greatest danger 
of the settlement movement. The notion 
of living in a neighborhood as neighbors 
seems to them to be yielding to the notion 


of diffusing knowledge and cultivation by | 


means of a complicated machinery of clubs, 
classes, and societies. The domestic gives 
way to the social. 

What Mr. Urwick outlined has recently 
been filled in by Dr. David Blaustein. Dr. 
Blaustein is superintendent of the educa- 
tional alliance. He has been talking before 
the samimer school for philanthropic work 
in New York. His subject was “ The De- 
velopment of Right Habits of Life in the 
Family.” The burden of his message, so 
far as reported, was that the settlement fre- 
quently fails to be of service to the families 
about it. On the contrary, it sometimes does 
family life a real injury. It takes the child 
or the young person away from the family 
for one or two evenings in the week and suc- 
ceeds in giving its pupil or friend an at- 
titude of mind which is soon at cross pur- 
poses with that of the father or mother. Es- 
pecially is this the case when the father 
and mother are immigrants. The children 
then go so far in their Americanization 
that they are completely out of touch with 
their parents. The result is estrangement, 
disrespect, disobedience. The foundation 
of the family is shaken. 

So runs Dr. Biaustein’s argument. Un- 
less it is exaggerated in the rehearsal it 
seems to go a little bit too far in holding 
the settlements responsible for a thing which 
is not entirely their fault. It is true that 
the settlement apparatus of social and 
educational work does have a tendency to 
shift the balance of one’s life from the 
particular to the general. It takes people 
away their own immediate circle and brings 
them into connection with a larger sphere 
of interest. Often it does this too much. 
We are all familiar with the wothan who 
cares more about the present organization 
of society than about the present demoraliza-_ 


the’ 


tion of her children. But—and this but isa 
large one—it is not likely that any one will 
try to maintain that, taking people as a 
whole, there is just now any too vivid a sense 
of general social responsibility apart from 
home duties. Not many people are so eaten 
up by their regard for the social and public 
‘welfare that they are forgetting their own 


little personal interests. This for the larger’ 


question of the family versus society. 

As for the case of the immigrants and 
their Americanized children, the mental 
estrangement Dr. Blaustein deprecates can 
be carried to a conclusion but is by no 
means begun by the settlement. For in- 
stance, there is many a Jewish famity, never 
touched by a settlement, in which the or- 
thodoxy of the parents has not prevented 
the children from becoming éthical cultur- 
ists. In such a family there is a decided 
break between one generation and the next. 
If the settlement is wise it will try not to 
make things worse than they are. It will 
try, more than it does now, to cultivate a 
feeling of regard for the family relations. 
Dr. Blaustein is, no doubt, right in sup- 
posing that many settlements could improve 
their methods in this respect. He probably 
would not himself imply, however, that 
there are not other forces besides the settle- 
ment which codperate in bringing about the 
conditions he regrets. 

THE BLOODY FOURTH. 

To a foreign observer the list of our fourth 
of July castialties must have its humorous 
aspect. To think thata civilized, an Aryan, 
a dominant race people conid celebrate the 
anniversary of its politicn! birth in so pecu- 
liar a way as to make it possible for the next 
morning’s paper to record the deaths of 
twengy-one celebrants! The heathen in his 
blindness hanging from hooks to please 
Krishna, the priests of Baal cutting them- 
selves with knives and lancets before Baal’s 
altar—these are not pleasing spectacles. 
What shall be said then of Uncle Sam, now 
in his mature age and not only master in 
his own house but guide and protector to 
others, what shall be said of him when his 
major method of amusing himself on his 
birthday is to be noisy, destructive, and 
murderous? One does net demand of him 
that he shall rise at: oneé to the Athenian 
method of celebrating holidays and occupy 
himself with listening to tragic dramas. 
That may come in time, One could wish, 
however, that even now some little slough- 
ing off of youthfulness could be accom- 
plished and that the United States could 
cease to appear before the world in its pres- 
ent role of enfant terrible. 

Unfortunately here in Chicago we have 
little reason to point the finger at the people 
of any other American city. Our health de- 
partment reported last Saturday that three 
lockjaw deaths had already resulted from 
the use of fourth of July firearms. Yester- 
day there was a report of three deaths more. 
These latter were caused immediately by 
wounds without the intervention of tetanus. 
A few days from now the tetanus cases will 
begin to come in, We shall be lucky if we 
escape without seeing the total number of 


deaths rise to ten or twelve. No other city 


in the United States is likely to have to 
make so humiliating a confession. That 
eminently riotous and turbulent city called 
Philadelphia did contrive, it is true, to turn 
in a list of 489 injured. The number of 
killed, however, was only one. New Orleans 
had no accident of any kind, and its con- 
sumption of fireworks sank this year to al- 
most nothing. This may be regarded as 
natural. The city which is capable of the 
witchery and glamour of Mardi Gras could 
hardly relish the blatancy and furore of the 
fourth, In Havana the mayor, recoiling 
from excessive Americanization, is said to 
have checked the fireworks, One may hope 
that his policy will be continued. In Bvans- 
ton the day is said to have been milder than 
ever before. In the country as a whole, 
however, no reaction can be observed. The 


telegraphic reports of THr TRIBUNE corre- 


spondents show more killed and injured than 
they did last year. Especially disconcerting 
is the rapidity with which our foreign born 
fellow-citizens have caught our habits. The 
European colonies in Chicago behaved day 
before yesterday as if the? were to the man- 
ner born. If one suins up the situation one 
will find that the people of the United States, 
from those who came over in the Mayflower 
to those who steeraged their way in the 
Kaiser Wilhelm and the Lucania, are still 
given over to a kind of annually recurrent 
superstition which has inconvenient results 
in breakage of limb and loss of life. Is it 
not, about time for a change? 


ADDICTED TO CRIBBING. 

Last week the papers of twenty out of 
thirty-one young men at Phillips academy in 
Andover, Mass., who took Princeton en- 
trance examinations, were thrown out by 
the Princeton authorities because’ they 
showed flagrant evidences of dishonesty. 
The percentage of students not ashamed to 
use unfair methods is surprisingly large. 
Probably it is so large for the reason sug- 
gested by a member of the Princetoa facuity 
committee on entrance examinations. He 
said: “ We are so accustomed to depend 
so largely upon the honor system at Prince- 
ton that perhaps we relax our vigilance 
more than we ought to in the case of en- 
trance examinations, but it seems as though 
something must be radically wrong when de- 
ception is so widespread as in the present 
instance.” The “ honor system ” cannot al- 
ways be depended on. The men whose 
papers have been thrown out do. not ap- 
pear to have been taught that it is dishonor. 
able to cheat in college entrance examina- 
tions. 

It is said that among the rejected students 
are several “ promising athletes.” Perhaps 
they would have stood higher in scholarship 
if they had not cultivated athletie studies 
so diligently as to give promise of winning 
fame in them. None of the rejected young 
men will be allowed co enter Princeton 
without special permission from the faculty. 
Athletics have come to he of so much im- 
portance in universities that the faculty may 
feel distressed at the thought of barring 
out “ promising athletes,” even though their 
code of honor is defective, and feel tempted 
to grant them special dispensations. They 
will not be bright and shining lights in 
the classroom, but they siay be valuable ac- 
quisitions to the football or baseball team. 

TEA AND FEMININITY. 

Commenting upon the action of the new 
Vagabond club of London in admitting wom- 
en to membership, Mr. William Alden, the 
English critic, wonders why this fact should 
lead to tea drinking in the club. “ Why,” 
demands Mr. Alden, “ should women and 
teg be so inextricably associated in the male 
British mind? The moment the Vagabond 
club opens it doors to women it wallows 
in tea.” This may be but another instance 
of the ennobling influence of women, an 
influence which Mr. Alden has tly been 
taken to task for doubting; vagabonds and 
tea have never been associated in any minds, 
and if women can persuade these defiers 
of law and custom to “ wallow” in a con- 
yentional cup of tea they have certainly 
gained a moral victory. 

In America tea and femininity are not 
inseparably connected; afternoon teas are 


frequently conspicuous for their absence of 
tea and “tearooms” often belie their 
names. Cocoa seems to be growing in favor 
as an American beverage, and it owes its 
popularity to the fact that it cheers with- 
out inebriating and sustains without stimu- 
lating. Yet cocoa and mas¢ulinity will 
never come to be associated, and neither can 
cocoa claim to be a literary beverage. ‘Tea 
is the drink of polite fiction, and no novelist 
would dare to make his heroine hand the 
infatuated hero a cup of cocoa at an after- 
noon “ tea.”

TROLLEY AND STEAM RBOADS. 

The electrival and engineering journals 
are just now largely occupied with dis- 
cussions of the trolley versus the steam 
roads, with especial application to Massa- 
chusetts, where the trolley system has been 
more largely developed than in other states. 
It is generally agreed that a few years ago 
the trolley worked considerable injury to 
steam roads in short hauls between neigh- 
boring towns, but in the later development 
of trolleys for long distances and for longer 
suburban lines the steam roads have not 
been much affected. On the other hand, it 
is apparent that théy have been regaining 
some of the traffic they had lost because 
of the steady increase of suburban popula- 
tion—a result produced rather by the trolley 
than the steam road. Commenting on this 
result Bradstreet’s says: “It appears that 
the steam roads are now gaining in respect 
tO passenger business much more largely 
than the trolley lines, ahd the conclusion 
would seem to be that the electric urban 
and suburban lines create a traffic of their 
own and ultimately contribute traffic to the 
steam railroads.” 

The Electrical World and Engineer ¢on- 
tains some interesting figures bearing upon 
this question, Up to 1894 the revenue of 
steam roads in Massachusetts was larger 
from passenger business than from earry- 
ing freight. In 1901, however, the excess in 
revenue from freight was over $6,000,000, 
while in 1894 the excess in revenue for 
passengers was $38,440,526. Since 1895 the 
trolley lines have steadily carried fewer 
passengers per mile. The situation would 
seem to indicate that now there is no serious 
competition between the trolley and the 
steam lines except at points within a dis- 
tanee of ten miles from each other. What 
that competition may be when the suburban 
trains now running by steam shall run by 
electricity it is difficult to foresee, Such 
a time must inevitably come, and the signs 
of it are already apparent in Massachusetts, 
which is ahead of all other states in the use 
of electricity as a motive power. But even 
when all the suburban business of the steam 
railroads is done by electricity the trolley 
will bave the greater attraction for those 
who are not in haste and who are riding 
for pleasure when the weather is good.

He isa master 
of the rhetoric of art. His werk is distin- 
guished by taste, style, and a cultivatee 
sense of artistic propriety, but lacking i, 
sensuous charm ofr strong personal note, 
which is the saving grace of the work of 
many less competent artists. 

Jean Leon Gerome was born at Vesoul in 
the northeast of France, on May 11,1824. He 
was a pupil of Paul Delaroche and of Gleyre, 
He failed to win the Prix de Rome, but ac.’ 
companied his master Delaroche to the 
Eternal City and painted his “ Combat of 
Cocks,” which won him a third medai in the; 
salon of 1847. The brilliant success of his) 
début was followed by a second medal the: 
next year, Medals of honor in 1867, 1874, an@! 
1878, and made Hors Concours at the expost-| 
tion of 1889.

| MYSTERY OF MISSING us. |

go back wondering what became of «4 
manuscript which was to have ushered 
in a new light—a story about which Car. 
Iyle had ad and in which he be 
came interested. 

In the early days of the civil war there 
came to the town in which I was growing 
up @ lawyer, Col. Michael F. Tiernan. The 
name indicates whence he came, but only a 
persoheal acquaintance and frequent con- 
tact with him could give a proper apprecia- 
tion of his genius. He went to St. Joseph, 
Mo., primarily to escape the annoyances to 
which many who held to his views were 
subjected in the inception of the great sec- 
tional contest. Far from being a recluse, 
Col. Tiernan was, notwithstanding hie bril- 
lant conversational gifts and personal mag- 
netism, a man.,of few acquaintances. He 
was seem often alone; a mystery, real or 
fancied, about his life tended, as a mystery 
always does, to intensify curiosity. By pro- 
fession he was a lawyer. It is thot recalled 
that he practiced, although his opinions 
were frequently sought and commanded the 
consideration of a bar that was prééminent 
— bar from which were selected two gov- 
ernors, a supreme judge, a railroad president, 
several state judges, and a galaxy of orators. 

He was known ty be the ripest Shaks- 
pearean scholar of his time. It was said 
that he was once a guest of Edwin Betdth 
and that at Booth’s request he gave sev- 
eral private readings from Shakspeare, and 
that Booth urged him to adopt the Stage as 
a profession, promising to give him his per- 
sonal indoreement. Col. Tiernan 
the offer. It was characteristic of him. As 
an eminent author said of the poét Camp- 
bell: ‘‘ He was afraid of the shadow which 
his genius cast before him.” 

Col. Tiernan returned to his study in Bt. 
Joseph soon after his interview with Edwin 
Booth. About the same time there came 
over from Scotland a Dr. Henderson. He 
was one of the few who had the friendship 
of Thomas Carlyle. Dr. Henderson was the 
opposite of Carlyle, as the latter is under- 
stood. “ His life was gentie.” He was con- 
versant with the best fiction of the day. He 
was the first man in the city of his adoption 
to herald Les Miserabies.”’ 

Between Col. Tiernan and Dr. Henderson 
there grew up one of those friendships rare 
among men, Dr, Henderson was an 4at- 
tractive character, but his association with 
Col. Tiernan made him more attractive, be- 
cause it was supposed that he possessed 
something of the mystery which attached to 
the life of Col. Tiernan. All efforts to obtain 
such information from the Scotch. doctor 
failed. That, necessarily, added to the mys- | 
tery. 
On one occasion, however, the doctor de 
parted from his rule, but only by inference. | 
At a literary gathering to hear the doctor) 
read the master creation of Victor Hugoand 
give his views upon the same, he said that | 
a greater book than “ Les Miserables” Waa:

ployed by American trusts in dealing with refractory opponents. It is well 
understood, moreover, in England that, though the Cunard line stands for 
all that is best and most enduring in shipping matters, its management 
tnd financial standing of late years have not been such as to secure for it 
the confidence of English financiers and investors.

Receipts from Substations. 


The receipts from the board of trade station 
last year were $876,000; Monadnock station, 
$650,000; stock exchange station, $442,000; 
Crilly station, $408,000; Masonic temple 
$403,000. The board or trade and Monadnock 
stations both are eligibie to be placed in the 
list of $6,000 postmasterships. The total re- 
ceipts of the Chicago postoffice last year were 
$7 , 707,000. 

The supply business carried on in connec- 
tion with the direct handling of mails is a 
stupendous enterprise and one which re- 
quires quite as much nursing and looking 
after as the biggest mercantile or manufac- 
turing undertaking in Chicago. This is dem- 
onstrated by the fact that the daily business 
of the Chicago office amounts to 1,000,000 let- 
ters, seventy tons of second class matter, and 
forty tons of third and fourth class matter. 
This volume of business naturally exerts a 
stimulating effect upon the receipts of the 
office and goes to place Chicago in the front 
rank. And what is more, the money order 
division of the local office is far ahead of the 
figures shown by any other office in the Unit- 
ed States. New York claims the lead, but 
whatever advantage that office may be able 
to show is made up largely by the foreign 
business transacted through it, so that con- 
sidered wholly from an interior point of view 
the Chicago office surpasses in volume the

that the gross money order business in the 
local office amounted to more than $90,000,-

Business of Mail Order Houses. 

The large mail order houses operating in 
Chicago figure in no small way in augment- 
dng the.total that rolls into the local post- 
office in the course of a year. Millions of 
stamps are used in sending out catalogues 
and goods, and one large house récently 
bought $35,000 worth of stamps in one order. 

The supply business of the local postoffice 
{is a matter of thousands and millions. Al- 
though the individual purchases in a ma- 
jority of instances are small, descending 
even to the level of pennies, the sums with 
which government employés have to do are 
seldom set down in less than four figures. 
An@ frequently the totals run over into the 
sixth column. The constant investments 
of Uncle Sam for supplies in Chicago alone 
amount to about $1,000,000. That is, the 
reserve stock is seldom allowed to fall below 
the million-dollar point, and frequently it is 
considerably in excess of this amount. 


Handle Stamps in Bales. 
Stamps naturally constitute the greatest 
source of revenue at the Chicago postoffice, 
and they are handled as so many bales of hay 
or bundles of sheet paper. The one and two 
centstampsarereceivedin packages contain- 
ing 200,000 each and made up of smaller pack- 
ages whose capacity is 50,000. These packages 
come as registered mail matter and are 
-~ordered usually toward the last of the month 
in’ 15,000,000 lots. After Chicago has been 
supplied with one and two cent stamps for 
thirty days the 30,000,000 supply is nearly ex- 
hausted and the local office is ready for an- 
other bulky consignment. 
Postal cards enter in an important way into 
the supply business of the government, and

Relic ot Ancient Days. 


In those days the height of a building did 
not have to be regulated by ordinance; if it 
grew above five floors it was given distinction 
in the city directory; strangers were directed 
by it, and the chief thing to be called to the 
attention of the caller was that if he liked he 
could walk up to the top floor and see the 
lake from a halrwindow. Even Montgomery 
Ward was not on the lake front at that time, 
and a man could look anywhere he pleased. 

So the idea never to be lost sight of was 
to make just as many floors ae possible to an 
important building, and for that reason the 


present first, or ground, floor, started off 
in the new county building as the “ base- 
ment,’ and the directory of the building was 
made up accordingly. Today, on the black 
and gold board in the center of the gloomy 
main corridor of the county building this 
“ directory " still stands almost unchanged. 
Unfortunately for the conservative and pre- 
servative elements in Chicago, the cutting of

The directory in the county building is 
something else. It was designed on the old 


system which allowed that a visitor must - 


know right where the official's office was 
before he could find it on the directory. And 
to make this still more difficult the floor 
numbering, which makes the ground floor 
a “basement” and the second floor the 
“ first,”” is an excellent means for bewil- 
derment, to say nothing of thé fact that 
this “ directory ’’ has names on it of per- 
sons who have not had offices in the building 
for three years. 

Starting with the basis of the “ directory,”’ 
it is arranged for the *“* basement,” the first 
floor, the second, third, fourth, and fifth 
floors. Then, to make it the more difficult, 
each floor—already numbered out of its or- 
der—is divided into a north and a south sec- 
tion. Thus there are two boards for each 
floor, both the north and south directories 
must be canvassed, the names appearing in

Asan example of how little information the 
wall “directory”’ of the county building 
will give in an emergency the name of Judge 
Shepard appears on the north section of 
the floor board, while for years Judge Shep- 
ard has been on the appellate bench, with 
offices In the Ashland block.

DRAGON FLIES 
~ SCARE MOSQUITOES. 


German Scientist Advécstes String 
: ing the Dead Insects on Wires 
Around Beds, * 


“SCARE skeeter” has been devised 
by a German scientist to protect man- 
kind from those irritating and dan- 
gerous pests of the summer. The 
mosquito is not generally credited 
with a timprous nature, but there is one 
creature of which it lives in dread—the 


gon fiy is famiMar to all. 
most beautiful of aquatic Insects as in its 
graceful flight it sails through the air on ir- 
idescent wings. 

But beauty is not the only attribute of the 
@ragon fiy. Moequitoes are its favorite food. 
It has an immense appetite for them and as 
it ie far swifter in flight it can make away 
with a great number tn the course of the day, 
catching and devouring them on the wing. 
Unfortunately the dragon fly hunts only in 
| sunlight, when mosquitoes are least annoy~ 
ing, and he never frequents the dark places 
where most mosquitoes revel, 

A mosquito, however, seems to have as lit- 
tle diserimination as a crow. It fears its 
enemy dead as much as when the enemy is 
living. The scientist's method is to hang 
dead dragon files around the bed on wires 
in such a way that they shall look as lifelike 
as possible. 
will pass or even approach the zone thus 
guarded. 


Dynamo Attracts Male Mosquitoes. 

Another method of extermination has been 
suggested by Sir Hiram Maxim, the gun 
maker and inventor. One evening last sum- 
mer, when staying in New York, Sir Hiram 
noticed a large number of mosquitoes on a 
box which contained a small dynamo for 
lighting purposes. On investigation he found 
| that the motion of the dynamo produced a 
faint, high, musical note. He stopped the 
machine and straightway all the mosquitoes 
flew away, nor did they return while it was 
quiescent. But, in starting the machine 
again, he observed that the insects turned 
toward it, hesitated a moment, and thea 
made straight for it. He further noted that 
all the mosquitoes attracted were males. The 
females, which were equally numerous in 
the room, appeared to take no notice of the 
sound, for the gift of song is the exclusive 
privilege of the female. 

The male mosquito, however, is dumb, ang 
he has no ears. Recent investigation, how- 
ever, revealed that he is possessed of or- 
gans which, for his needs, are even more 
effective. The male mosquito ts endowed 
with remarkableantenne, which are covered 
over throughout their fourteen joints with 
long, fine hairs. A German investigator has 
found that to a certain note, corresponding 
to the song of the female, these hairs vibrate 
violently; also these hairs vibrate most 
markedly when they are at right angles te 
the direction of the sound. Finally, if the 
sound rs a little more to one ride than the 
other of the male's antenne, the vibration 
will be greater on one antenna than the 
other, Hence all the insect has tr do ig to 
turn its head until it feele the vibration 
equally on each antenna and fly straight on. 

Thus the mosquito is better equipped for 
locating the direction of sound than perhaps 
any creature living. In the case of the 
dynamo, Sir Hiram concluded that the sound 
produced was practically the note of the 
female, and that consequently the males 
were attracted. 

Tt is true that the male is harms 
less, its mouth not being into the 
lances and spears ef the female. However, 
concludes Bir Hiram, anything which can 
work the segregation of the sexes renders 
the annihilation of the pests a simple matter. 


Insects’ Choice of Colors. 

A careful choice of raiment, too, may lessen 
one’s attractiveness in the eyes of the insects, 
which appear to have pronounced partialities 
for certain colors. An experiment 
was made in England with a number of col- 
ored boxes which demonstrated that the mos- 


hues. 

Seventeen colored boxes were arranged in 
a room where mosquitoes were kept for sev- 
enteen days, the position of the boxes being 
changed each day. The total number of the 
insects found in the various boxes were: 
Navy blue, 108; dark red, 90; reddish brown, 
§1; scarlet, 50; black, 48; slate color, 31; olive 
green, 24; violet, 18; leaf green, 17; and pear! 
gray, 14. 

In India hospital attendants are in the habit 
of:hanging up black coats, which, they find, 
are frequented by the mosquito to the ex- 
emption of their white-clothed selves and 
the patients. In Madagascar it has been 
found that more mosquitoes are to be encoun- 
tered in black than light red soil, while an- 
other African traveler found that he and his 
party were more nearly immune when they 
wore light colored shoes and stockings. 

Black dogs, again, are more bitten than 
yellow. For these reasons the surgeon gen- 
eral of the United States army has recom- 
mended that in malarial districts the troops 
be clothed always in khaki instead of the 
regulation blue, khaki color appearing to be 
the especial aversion of the malaria carrying 
mosquito. 


‘*HOOPPOLE,” POSEY COUNTY 


There Is No Such Town on the In- 
2 diana Map. 


ERE is a serious disappointment for 
the humorists and satirists who find 
in the much commented upon and fre- 
quently libeled state of Indiana plenty 
of material for numerous commen- 

taries upon the conditions and customs of 
-Hoosierdom. ‘‘ Hooppole, Posey county,” 
for years has been a stock expression with 
the joke makers, but now a man comes forth 
in Chicago—think of ft—and furnishes evi- 
dence showing that the time-honored legend 
is a myth. This man is Ernest Dale Owen, 

a Chicago attorney, who is familar with In- 
diana and its provincial history. He says: 

“T have just read an article entitled 
“Hooppole, Posey County,’ in which the 
writer takes occasion to say that the boat- 
load of learning that landed in Posey county 
‘left its precious load at Hooppole,’ in fact, 
identifying Hooppole as the ‘ social colony’ 
of Posey county. 

‘There never was such a place as Hoop- 

ole, Posey county. The place 5 grate of is 

ew Harmony, Pesey county. It was for- 
merly called Harmony and was the home 
of the Rappites, a social colony that had its 
interests in common and practiced celibacy. 
The town and the surrounding country was 
all bought out by Robert Owen, the father 
of Robert Dale Owen, David Dale Owen, 
Richard Owen, and William Owen, and it 
became the home of such men as William 

Maclure, the geologist; Joseph Neef, the ed- 
ucator: Leeueur, the naturalist; Troost, the 
scientist; Thomas Say, the entomologist; 
tologist; ereux, the botanist; and Col. 
Fauntleroy. 

“ The einthry of New Harmony has been 
written 4 good many times, and probably 
there never has been such an aggregation 
of intellectual men in any town in the United 
States outside of the few principal cities 
as in this little town of New Harmony. 


Harmony. Posey county was formerly 
called the land of hooppoles and pumpkins, 
and Posey county pumpkins are certainly 
luscious, but the hooppoles used in Posey 
county are all imported from somewhere 
elee, and how this reputation became at- 
tached to it is difficult to say.

Debussy’s opera was produced April 3 at 
the Opéra Comique in Paris, and ever since 
then a vigorous and rancorous discussion 
as to the merit of the work has busied the 
Parisian music public and press. The crit- 
ics agree and the composer admits that. the 
voice parts are devoid of all melodic line 
and that the orchestra has all to do musically 
that is worth doing. One critic wrote: 

“The compoger’s system is to ignore mel- 
ody altogether, and his personages do not 
sing, but talk in a sort of lilting voice to 
a vague musical accompaniment.” Another 
stated that “ the vocal parts have been com- 
posed without the least reference to the ca- 
pacity of the human voice and there is no 
evident attempt to make the music of the 
singers beautiful in itself or capable of re- 
vealing the beauty of the voices that may 
sing it.’’ 

Now the author comes forward in the Figa- 
ro and defends himself and his method of 
“ placing the statue in the orchestra and the 
pedestal on the stage.”” He writes: “ Gau- 
thier-Villars reproaches me thet in my score 
the melodic phrase is always found in the 
orchestra, never in the voice. I wished, in- 
tended in fact, that the action should never 
be arrested; that it should be continuous, 
uninterrupted. ‘I wanted to dispense with 
parasitic musical phrases. Melody is, if I 
may say so, almost anti-lyric and powerless 
to express the constant change of emotion 
or life. Melody is suitable only for the song 
(chanson) which confirms a fixed sentiment. 
I have never been willing that my music 
should hinder, through technical exigencies, 
the changes of sentiment and passion felt by 
my characters. It is effaced as soon as it 
is necessary that these should have perfect 
liberty in their gestures as in their cries, in 
their joy as in their sorrow.” 

It would be interesting to know why these 
ultra-modern composers of operas (7) who 
find that the singing voice is such an in- 
cumbrance to them in the carrying out of 
their realistic ideals do net do away with 
singing altogether, return to true melodrama 
and let their personages declaim their text, 
the orchestra does the musical illus- 

rating. 


WARD ELGAR has notified the 
directors of the Norwich (England) 
musical festival that he will not be 
able to furnish them with the new 


psveli..cd to do. Prof. Horatio Parker of 
Yale, who will receive the honorary degree 
of doctor of music at the university of Cam- 
bridge, and who will spend the autumn in 
England, has been asked to take Elgar's 
place and will supply the directors with a 
work for soloists, chorus, and orchestra. 
The other novelties at the festival will be an 
orchestral suite, “London Day by Day,” 
by Sir Alexander Mackenzie, the idea of 
Which probably is traceable to Bigar’s 
Cockaigne"’ overture; a fairy legend, 
“Snow White,”’ by Cowen; and overtures by 
Stanford and Arthur Hervey, besides smaller 
pieces by German, Cliffe, and Bedford. Prof. 
Parker's ‘‘ St. Christopher” will be one of 
the features of the Worcester (England) 
music festival next September. 


UBELIK’S return to America is now 
fixed so far as date is concerned, 
Manager Daniel Frohman announc- 
Goa (Ds from Paris that he has just 
signed with the young Bohemian 
or a tour of 125 concerts, to be given in this 
country during the season of 1908-04. Next 
winter Kubelik will give concerts in Russia 
and Germany, and it is the carrying out of 
this plan that necessitates his delaying his 
visit here a year. Mr. Frohman brings Ga- 
brilowitsch, the pianist, for his second tour, 
which will begin early in October and will 


last till spring. 


Mark Hambourg is also coming back next 
fall. Hofmann comes again in January, but 
it is said will devote himself chiefly to filling 
engagements at private houses, many such 
requests for his services having been made 
during his last tour, but owing to his numer- 
ous public concerts—he played 132 times in 
a little over five months—he was unable to 
accept such engagements, and his visit next 
year will be with the intention of making the 
most of this easier and notably profitable 
line of work. 

There also is rumor of Rosenthal coming, 
but nothing definite is as yet decided con- 
cerning his so doing. At present, therefore, 
Gabrilowitsch, Hambourg, Hofmann, and 
Lamond are the planistic certainties of next 
season, but the summer is not yet on the 
wane, and the list probably will know in- 
crease before autumn is at hand. Kocian 
is the one violinist of sensational interest 
promised us thus far, and Elsa Ruegger the 
only ‘cellist. The list of singers contains 
few new names, although there is hope that 
either Caruso or Bonci-;-the two tenor stars 
of Europe at the present time—will join Mr. 
Grau's forces next season, but the majority 
of the regular operatic “ great ones’”’ will 
be with us as usual, and concert appearances, 
as well as the song recitals which are their 
latest fad, will bring them frequently before 
their admirers. Kirkby Lunn, one of Eng- 
land’s popular contraltos. is coming over for

| N our efforts toward a better acquaint- 
@nce with our feathered neighbors, most 
important study of their home- 
making, since that brings out their in- 
telligence as well as their individuality. 
Our pity and our interest are aroused in 
beginning by the faet that few of the 
Face ever have a home. A nest usually is 
mothing more than a cradle for helpless in- 
fancy, and when that ts outgrown any tree 
or bush is a home, any twig is a bed. Yet 
there are indications that many birds have 
jJocal attachments and make habitual use 
of a particular bush and a special twig. 
These temporary homes vary in size from 
that of a walnut to one six feet in diameter 
-iand strong enough to bear several men. 
They exhibit all styles of architecture, from 
the simple open nest of the song sparrow in 
| the grass to the elaborate three-room 
t e 


tures of the umbre. Moreover, 
oe a known type of dwelling fashioned 


by men that has not ite representatives 
the structuree of the birds. | 


Where Man Is Imitator. 
| The low hut of some savage races is du- 
Plicated by our ovenbird and by the water 
jouzel of the west. The underground res!- 
dence of some of the human family is closely

‘home in some hot countries, finds fitting 
counterpart in the rickety platform of the 
cuckoo and the mourning dove.

(vegetable matter, sometimes fifteen feet high 
and twenty feet in diameter at the base. The 
gs are buried and left for the sun to hatch. 
progressive infant would seem natural- 
y to belong to young America instead of to 
he old world, for, throwing himself on his 
he digs his own passage and starts out 
n Hfe without eid or interference of the 


old folks.” 


Birds in Apartment Nests. 
| Again, our modern apartment house sys- 
tem, in which many families live independent 
ives under one roof, is merely a copy of 
‘the custom of many birds, notably a groe- 
|beak of Africa, which makes a huge umbrel- 
fa shaped roof of basket work, under which 
geveral hundred families buikid individual 
mests. Nearer home, too, the swifts crowd 
our chimneys, and the swallows make our 
barns musical. 
So progressive, indeed, and “ up to date 
are some of the birds that the socalled head 
the family takes upon thimself all the werk 
of home making. The puffin, queer, top 
fheavy looking fellow that he is, is a model 
‘of gallantry, insisting on making the excava- 
‘tion—sometimes ten feet long—into the bank, 
without the least assistance of his mate. 
‘In domestic arrangements, too, we have 
birds from the hornbill, who walis up his 
family and looks after them himself, to the 
#uropean cuckoe and the American cowbird, 
ho make no pretense of home making, 
but abandon th® whole business of tncubat- 
¢ng and rearing the young to their far too 
amiable neighbors. 
| Birds do not feel obliged always to build 
Ito a type. They are not hampered by tradi- 
tion. Not all robin nests are cemented with 
mud and placed singly in a4 ‘tree, though it 
és a prevailing fashion. Robins’ nests have 
heen found made of flowers and other ma- 
pond and one robin extravaganza is report- 
‘ed which included, eleven nests side by side, 
‘ell woven together by one pair of birds, the 
middie nest used for the cradle. 
' A flicker, too, of independent thought and 
‘open mind has been discovered. Finding a 
haystack that had been sliced squarely off, 
leaving a plain wall, she was quick to see 
lithe advantage and saving of labor in exca- 
ywation, and chiseled out a typical woodpeck- 
nursery, and reared her family therein. 
‘It is the eustom of our common mocking 
‘bird to build.an open nest in a tree, but in 
Arizona, where there are fewer people and 
more egg loving snakes, the bright witted 
‘pird selects an almost impenetrable cactus 


and makes a hanging nest, with the further 


protection of an entrance several inches long. 


Oriole as a Tailor. 
i great deal has been said of the ingen 

| Sees tailor bird of the old world in sewing 
‘eaves together to hold the nest. That it is 
Mngenious is not denied, but we have a bird 
of our own who does something quite as re- 
markable. It ie an oriole of California, who 
‘gewings her hammock from a broad leaf of 
banana or palm, by which cleverness she 
eecures both shade and protection from 


nemies. She actually sews the nest to thé 


under side of the leaf, using threadilike fibers 
from the elges of the leaves and passing them 
‘back and forth with her bill. , 

| ‘The giant cactus of the west offers welcome 


opportunity for a departure from the ways 


of ancestors, several birds finding its enor- 


mous stalks easy of excavation, and itsspine 


oeovered ribs a good protection. Woodpeckers 
‘geem to lead the way, and make the cavities 
‘which are afterwards appropriated by the 
‘tiny owls of that region, and by a wren who 
4s so fond of the situation that it has been 
‘named the cactus wren, 


Bird with Reception Room. 

Some of our birds’ retreats are approached 
“by a long entrance or hall, laboriously con- 
etructed of grass woven together, as in the 
ease of the meadow lark, and sometimes of 
the quail. Others are built with a roof. 
More remarkable than that of our own oven 
bird is. one made by a South American bird 
of the same name, which is of mud, sometimes 
eighteen inches in diameter, and consisting 
of two rooms, the inner one for the nursery 
and the outer one for general family use. 

This provision for comfort is exceeded only 
‘by the hammerhead or umbre of the old 
world, a bird not far from the size of a 
‘thrush, which makes three rooms—a nursery, 
‘a larder, and a reception-room, since it is 
there the householder receives his enemies. 

“In these days,’ says an observing Ger- 

‘man naturalist, “ it is scarcely too much to 
gay that he who refuses to credit the lower 

‘animals with intelligence raises anxiety on 

‘the score of his own.”

LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTENOY

ING ALFONSO has been made the re- 
cipient of a new; and, I believe, unique 
honor in connection with his as- 
sumption of the reins of the govern- 

- ment of Spain on the attainment 
of his majority. He has been solemnly 
elected to the dignity of * elder brother ”’ by 
the cigarreras of Madrid, and a deputation 
of these damsels has been received with 
due pomp and ceremony at the palace for 
the purpose of notifying their sovereign of 
his election and of handing him the diploma 
investing him with the office of “ elder 
brother.’’ 

Needless to add, the youngest and most 
comely of the were selected to 
form part of the delegation, and they were 
treated not only to a gracious little speech 
by the young monarch but also by the aged 


premier, old Sefior Sagasta, who over-/ 


whelmed them with pretty compliments and 
beamed at them in the most benevolent 
fashion over his glasses. 
These cigarreras constitute quite as im- 
portant a factor in Madrid life ap the 
dames Ge la halle’ (market women) do in 
Paris, and, like the latter, have in times past 
played an important political r6éle as chief 
factors in revolutionary risings. The gov- 
ernment at Madrid finds it just as politic to 
cultivate the good will of the cigarreras as 
the administration at Paris to retain the 
friendship of the “dames de. la halle,” 
for, without the support of these two bodies 
of women, populer risings against the au- 
us tted that the “ cigarrera ” 
is more attractive than the “‘ dames de la 
halie.” For, whereas the former is invari- 
ably young, comely, and sprightly, the latter 
is infinfttely more mature and atones in 
brawn and in vigor of language for the lack 
of juvenile charm. The ras are, like- 
wise, more numerous, consisting of about 
some 12,000 girls who are employed by the 
great government tobacco factory at Madrid. 
Indeed, the cigarrera is one of the most 
picturesque features of metropolitan life in 
Spain. She is proverbfally good looking, 
good humored, and just as slangy and mer- 
rily. impudent as the Parisian “ grisette,’’ 
whom she resembles much. Her attire, 
though coarse in texture, is well put on, and 
always includes a smart red, blue, or yellow 
silk handkerchief tied with exquisite art on 
her dark and silky tresses. Her step is 
quick and sprightly, and she is full of what 
the Spaniards call “ gracia.”” Yet the pretty 


| cigarrera is the most conscientious little 


person in the world, working from early 
morning till late at night for a pittance of 
50 cents a day to maintain her parents as 
long as she is single, and when she marries, 
which she generally does at an early age, 
tolling away with redoubled energy to sup- 
port her handsome, lazy husband, and subse- 
quently her babies. | 

Queen Christina has always been kind to 
them, and there is no doubt that the popu- 
larity which she has enjoyed among these 
women contributed in no small measure 
to strengthen her difficult position ag regent 
and to shield her from the dangers of an 
insurrection. 

It wae at the time of the great fire in the 
state tobacco factory at Madrid, about efght 
or nine years ago, when thousands of the 
girls were thrown out of work, and several 
score of them perished in the flames, that 
the friendly relations between the queen 
and themselves were established. When the 
queen heard of the fire she drove to the 
scene herself, and spoke words of hope and 
comfort to the girls, and promised to relieve 
their distress. 

On.the morrow deputations of the girls, 
some fifty in number, presented themselves 
at the gates of the royal palace for the pur- 
pose of thanking Christina for her kind- 
ness, and imploring her to help them out 
of their misery. The’sentries on duty re- 
fused to allow the fair delegates to pass into 
the courtyard, and a violent discussion en- 
sued. The guards were in the act of being 
mobbed by the girls, when the regent, who 
had been notified of what was taking place, 
cut short the trouble by issuing imperative 
orders that the committee was to be ad- 
mitted to her presence without delay. 

The girls had with them a beautiful little 
boy of 6, with great black eyes and curly 
hair, as the representative of the eighty-five 
orphans of those cigarreras who had perished 
in the fames. The queen received them in 
the most charming and sympathetic fashion, 
took the little boy in her own motherly 
arms, and kissed him several times, telling 
the girls that she would take charge of his 
future, as well as of all the other children 
orphaned by the disaster, and then an- 
nounced that she had opened a public sub- 
scription list with a donation of $20,000 for 
the relief of the most pressing needs of the 
cigarreras pending the arrangements by the 
government for the resumption of their 
work. She added that she had given orders 
for the immediate distribution of the money. 

At this announcement the girls, forgetting 
all questions of etiquette and social distances. 
overwhelmed the queen with such passion- 
ate demonstrations of enthusiastic grati- 
tude that she was almost overpowered, show- 
ering kisses on her hands and on her dress. 
Sefior Sagasta, the premier, who was pres- 
ent, endeavored to create a diversion by 
announcing that the government would take 
steps for the immediate resumption of work, 
with as Httle delay as possible, whereupon 
the girls turned upon him, and, according 
to the newspaper reports, he received 
‘‘ grandes abrazos des las cigarreras '’—that 
is to say, “‘ great embraces from the cigar- 
reras.”’ 

One of the most amusing things was the 
dressing down which the girls, on issuing 
from the palace, gave the guards and senti- 
nels who had endeavored to prevent their 
access to the queen. The giris turned on 
them and gave them “ apiece of their mind,” 
their remarks being so much to the point 
that the soldiers looked extreemely sheepish 
and heartily ashamed of themselves. 


In almost every capital of Europe there is, 
an amalogous body of people, composed of | 


the working classes, who, by reason of their 
union, constitute important political factors. 
1 have alluded above to the ‘‘ dames de la 
halle” at Paris. But I omitted to mention 
that it was they. who headed the march upon 
Versailles, which constituted the inaugura- 
tion of the great French revolution, culmi- 
nating in the establishment of the first 
French republic and in the overthrow of the 
Burbon monarchy. And it is not generally 
known that it was the action of these samé_ 
Paris market women, in sending a deputation 
to the eldest daughter of the count of Paris 
to congratulate her on her marriage with the 
present King of Portugal, and to present her 
with flowers, that led the French government 
to banish from France both the count of 
Paris and his fellow pretender, Prince Na- 


leon. 
Pup to that time the pretenders had been al- 
lowed to live in France without much interfer- 
ence by the government. But the latter 
thought that it saw in the deputation of mar- 
ket women sent to the daughter of the comte 
dé Paris an indication of sympathy on the 
part of the “dames de la halle” for his. 
monarchical pretensions, and decided in co- 
sequence that heroic measures were neces- 


 Tneee Parisian “‘ dames de la hale” have 
their counterpart In Vienna, where the so 
called ‘‘ markthindlerim”’ have, ever since 
the days of Empress Maria Theresa, played 
an important role in local politics, consti- 
tuting a bond of union and of affection be- 
tween the Viennese masses and the reigning 
dynasty, the present Emperor in particular 
and his cousin, the old Archduke Reiner, 
being fond of chatting with these women in 
their own peculiar and homely dialect. And 
in all the great family events of the reigning 
house of ‘Hapsburg the congratulations or 
condolences of the market women invariably 
figure, and are looked for, conveyed by pic- 


turesque delegations.

EARLY BALLOONING RECORD. 


‘Trip from Vauxhall Gardens Sixty- 
tix Years Ago Scarcely Equaied 


PROPOS of the advent of M. Santos- 
Dumont, the Brazilian aeronaut, into 
the United States, and the interest that 
is most likely to be shown by the gen- 
eral public in matters pertaining to 

gerial navigation this season, brings to mind 
/ the most thrilling aerial voyage that has ever 
been made and the most successful one when 
one takes into consideration the number of 
miles | and the time eccupied in 
jmaking the trip. Remarkable as it may 

‘seem, too, this aerial voyage was made sixty- 
pix years ago. 

- The aerial travelers on that oceasion were 
IMesers. Green, Holland, and Mason, and the 
ascension was made from Vauxhall gardens, 

eae yong on Nov. 7, 1836. The distance tray- 

‘eled was nearly 600 miles and the time occu- 

lpied was eighteen hours. 

| The balloon when inflated was sixty fect 


high and fifty feet in diameter. It required 
nearly 90000 cubic feet of gas to distend it. 
and the ascending force was 3.000 pounds, 
after making allowance for the balloon itself 
and ite appurtenances. which were placed at 
1,000 pounds more. The aeronauts carried 
with them two weeks’ provisicne. 

From the hoop and car of the balloon 
Suspended heavy clothing, carpet bags, and 
barrels of wood to provide for the rovagers’ 
safety should they descend into the sea. A 
Buide rope 1,000 feet long was let down with 
windlass. ’ 

At 1:30 o'clock p. m. Nov. 7, 1836, the bal- 
Hoon was liberated and rose slowly. Under 
the Influence of a gentle tireeze it was car- 
ried southeasterly, crossing the river Med- 
iver one hour and ten minutes after ascend- 


So they threw out ballast and again reached 
higher altitude. At 4:48 o'clock they 
passed over the old town of Dover, and 
one hour later were sweeping over the coast 

fof France, 
' Night now rapidly set in, and after pass- 
‘fing over the town of Liege, thick darkness 
enshrouded them. At 3:30 o'clock a. m. a 
loud poise like an explosion issued from the 
dalloon above, accompanied by a violent 
'yustlinge of the silk. all of which naturally 
‘are supposed to accompany the bursting of 
j@ balloon. Three more explosions came in 
quick succession, each followed by a violent 

iphaking of the basket. 
' The three aeronauts, though men of tron 
“merve, apprehended imminent danger when, 
sud@enly as the convulsions occurred. 
balloon recovered ftrelf.' and its usual 
-} form and stillness prevailed. The appar- 
emt explosions were supposed to have oc- 
+ @urred from the collapsing of the balloon 
‘under the extremely diminished tempera- 
ture of the upper regions after sunset. Ac- 
/@ording to the account of the aerial travel- 
ors, the temperature during the night varied 
> }from sero to 3 degrees above. 

“ As the night waned away they heard the 
oe of waters, and being ignorant of

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LLIGATORS are becoming extinct in 
Florida. The constant and wholesale 
warfare that has been waged egainst 
them has thinned them out 80 coni- 
pletely that unless a halt is soon called 
their total extermination is only a matter of 


time. 

While they were formerly numerous as far 
north as Georgia, they have gradually be- 
come extinct until now- they are found.in’ 
great coapte enly along the coast line of 
the extreme southern states. In Florida they 


are practically extinct, with the exception. 


of Manatee, Lee, De Soto, and Dade coun- 
ties. In the Everglades the species have 
probably been more numerous than any 
other portion of the world, for the reason 
that it has been well nigh impossible to get 
to them, 

Formerly, according to the stories of the 
first explorers and early pioneers, the alli- 
gator flourished in numbers almost exceed- 
ing belief. One of the first adventurers to 
invade the peninsula leaves an account of 
how he found them so thick at a point where 
the St. Johns river is about half a mile wide. 
that had they remained stationary under his 
weight he could easily have walked across 
the stream by stepping upon their backs. 


Killed as a Recreation. 
The extermination of the saurian 
first as a matter of recreation. Hunting 
parties would drift down the streams and 
shoot them by. the hund: making no at- 
tempt to utilize any part of their carcasses

Later, 
when the country began to attract a pe» 
manent class of settlers, they found it neces- 
sary to make war against the reptiles on 
account of their preying upon stock. As a 
rule alligators subsist principally upon fish. 
but when they become hungry they will 
travel inland and eat anything they can 
capture, Lambs, pigs, and even small calves 
and colts frequently fall victims to murder- 
ous blows from the aligator’s powerfu! 
tail. In order to defend their property from 
the depredations of these reptiles, the set- 
tlers would form posses and hunt them for 
days at a time, devoting their energies sole- 
ly to the destruction of the larger ones. The 
trail of these hunting parties would be 
marked by the carcasses of hundreds of 
dead alligators, left lying where they had 


been killed, no attempt being made to real-. 


ize anything from the sale of their hides. 
which of late years have come to have such 
a high value in the leather market. 

Among the few instances on record where 
persons have been attacked by alligators is 
one where a mother and three children were 
surrounded in their cabin by a large num- 


ber of the reptiles. The entire family of four. 


met a horrible death while trying to escape. 
A large posse was immediately formed, and 
it is estimated that 10,000 alligators were 
butchered in the hunt following this tragedy. 


Hunted for Their Hides.

became a factor in commerce, however, 
its extermination began in earnest. In

of the hunter who killed only for recreation 
and the posse of settlers who made desultory 
raids against the larger specimens as a mat- 
ter of protection, came the class of men 
who engage in their slaughter as a matter 
of business. Their skins when tanned make 
excellent leather for the manufacture of 
such articles as trunks, traveling bags, 
purses, pocketbooks, and all kinds of leather 
novelties. Books are also bound with it, 
and itds even utilized for upholstering chairs. 
Dade county, on the east coast of Florida, 
sends to market about 50,000 skins annually, 
while the number from the counties on the 
west coast reaches fully 125,000 each: year. 
There is one firm in New Orleans that 
handles over 500,000 skins annually. 


How They Are Hunted. > 


The manner of hunting the alligator Is 
much the same in all sections. Ifthe hunt- 
er goes forth at night, he wears a lantern 
strapped to his head. The light dazzles the 
quarry 80 that the hunter can approach with- 
in five or six feet of them. They are then 
shot in the eye or under the foreleg. ‘The 
weapon used is either a sawed off shotgun, a 
short barreled rifle, or a heavy revolver. In 
extremely dry weather the reptiles make 
their way to the prairies or dry swamps in 
search of water holes, which they can scent 
from a long distance. Around these water 
holes they burrow caves, called “ alligator 
holes.”” The hunter is equipped with a long 
pole upon the end of whieh there is an fron 
hook. He thrusts this‘into the cave and 
drags the game to the surface. 


YO 


The alligator is one of the largest known 
reptiles, and it is also one of the oldest. Its 
habits are peculiar in a great many respects. 
It moves swiftly in the water by means of 
deft strokes of its powerful tail, but on land 
it is cumbersome, having to drag its body 
slowly and awkwardly along over. the 
ground, It cannot handle itself well out of 
the water, on account of its being stiff- 
necked. Despite the fact that they are not 
well adapted to land travel, they Rave been 
found as far as fifteen miles inland. They 
can live out of the water for an indefinite 

od as long as they can get plenty of it 
to drink. While they. move about during 
the day, and capture food at all hours, they 
are to a large extent nocturnal imtheir habits.

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INSURING LIFE OF THE KING, 


| Why Such a System Is Not Tolerated 


by American Companies. 


PECULATION on the life and corona. 
tion of King Edward VII. already has 
cost the underwriters of London sev- 
eral millions of dollars, and should 
the king die it is estimated the 

amount will be increased twofold. Since 
the death of Queen Victoria thousands 
of policies* have been taken out on 
the life of the king by business men in Lon- 
don and in the provinces, and by others de- 
pending upon the king's life for their pros- 
perity. 

Underwriters who encouraged this method 
of insurance speculation based their opera- 
tions upon the calculation that in the gen- 
eral order of things the king had ten or 
fifteen years yet to live, and for this reason 
they started the rate at 3 per cent. Barly 
news of the king’s condition brought about 
an increase to 10 per cent, and when Eng- 
land was startled by the announcement of 
his majesty’s critical illness the rate soared 
even higher. When preparations for the 
coronation began the rush for insurance 
policies was redoubled. Tradesmen of ail 
kinds took this means of insuring themselves 
against possible loss in the event that the 
ceremony failed to take place, and many of 
these policies were drawn up so that they 
would expire at the end of the coronation. 
A few days before the king’s critica! illness 
was announced, underwriters insured 
against the postponement of the event for 
$22 per $500, so that they lost on hundreds 
of such policies at the rate of $478 each. 

Insuring the king's life, or his coronation, 
is an English custom, which dates back @ 
century and a quarter.. This form of specu- 
lative insurance never has been practiced im 
the United States for the reason that under- 
writers in this country could not be induced 
under any circumstances to accept such risks, 
In England it is a custom practiced even DF 
legitimate companies to accept life risks 
without requiring a physical examination of 
the insured, the only sttpulation being that 
the person taking out the policy shal) show 
that he will lose in some way by the death 
of the person on whom the policy is issued. 
The somewhat loose regulation has induced 
widespread insurance speculation. Any man 
who can show that he holds a life leaseon hu 
position may take out a policy in his em- 
ployer’s name, while, as in the instance of 
the king’s illness, large business houses and 
shopkeepers alike resort to this speculation 
to insure them against possible heavy los 
when extensive business preparations have 
been made for some big public demonstration 
in which the ruler is involved. 

“It is not likely that any American in- 
surance company ever will be confronted 
by such a predicament as prevails in Eng- 
land today,’ said the manager of a large 
life insurance company in Chicago, discuss 
ing the losses entailed because of the kings 
‘‘In the first place, no company &@ 
this country would accept such hazardous 
risks. One of the requirements here is that 
the applicant shall submit to a physical ex 
amination before he is accepted as a risk, 
so that this would make extensive specula- 
tion such as prevails in England an absolute 
impossibility. 

“ Never to my knowledge has there beet 
any demand for this class of insurance in the 
United States. The people apparently do not 
care for it and the companies certainly 40 
not. For my part, I would not consider suc® 
risks a safe investment, for the reason that 
these speculative companies, if not abso 
lutely sincere, might make their NMabilities 
exceed their assets by going on the sup 
tion that nothing could happen to prevest 
the coronation of a ruler in apparent § 
health, thus assuming more risks than they 
could meet in a catastrophe such as the 
present.”

He 
motes carefully the ones of special impor- 
tance and they are strictly enforced. 
\ Although based on the main body of Chi- 
go laws, some of the rules are such as to 
provoke a smile on the face of the policeman. 
| For example: 
No person shall rise or fly or attempt fo rise or fly 
any kite in-any street or other public place in the city. 
is quiet suburb, nor is it to be 
wondered at when even the sphere of carpet 
beating is so carefull limited: 
‘No person siiall shake or beat any carpet, mat, or 
clothes in any street or public place, or in any private 
ace where dust or particies from said. carpet, mat, or 


clothes may pass into any street or public place, or into 
any occupied premises, or where the noise of such 
shaking or (beating may distarb the exercises of any 
public or private. school or annoy the teachers or pupils 
thereof 


In regard to music, that all powerful in- 


fluence in soothing the senses and cheering 
the heart, it is written: 

No person shall use or perform with any hand organ 
or other musical instrument, for pay, in any of the streets 
= 9 o’clock 2. m. or affer 9 o’clock p. m. of each 


No person shall play any musical instrument on Sun- 
day in any street, thoroughfare, public or unoccupied 
ground, garden, or grove without written permission 
from the mayor. — 

In regard to the “ amusement question,”’ no 
man need be undecided as to his soul's sal- 
since. it is clearly and. explicitly 
stated: 


No person shall engage in any game, sport, amuse- — 
ment, or exhibit any machine, show, animal, or indulge 


in any acrobatic feats in the streets or upon the side- 
walks which shall have a tendency to frighten horses, 
or which shall collect any crowd of persons so as fo in- 
terfere with the passage of persons, teams, or vehicles, 

Now, if the following ordinance should be 


carefully enforced not only within the dis- 
trict included under it but also upon the per- 
sons who live within the district, the ranks 
might be considerably depleted and several 
“To let” signs on some of the handsomer 
dwellings. Read this: 

No person shall deal, play, or engage in faro, row- 
lette, or any other device or game of chance, hazard, or 
address, either as banker, dealer, player, or otherwise; 
nor shall he bet on any game others may be playing for 
the purpose of gaming. 

There is a law that no fence shall be over 
eight feet high, and to show that the authori- 
ties are concerned for the good health of the 
citizens it is written: : 

No person shall offer or expose for sale any impure | 
ice or any ice which shall contain filth or any other mat- 
fer, substance, or thing, and which when melted will 
render the water impure, or the use of the same un- 
healfthfal. 

A rather unique ordinance reads thus: 

No milk or cream shall be sold, exchanged, delivered, 

» conveyed, or carried on any w or 
other vehicle-unless there shall be painted thereon, o 
both sides thereof, in a conspicuous place, and in | 
ble roman letters not less than five inches in height, th 
name of the milk vendor and the number of the place of 
business and the number of the license of sach wagon. 


CHICAGO WOMAN 


; rific thunder storm, with night com- 
, ing on, no visible trail in sight, and 
with ferocious wild beasts at every 
turn, is an experience that even men 

swith undaunted courage and strong hearts 
d not covet. Yet this adventure befell 

two Chicago young people who were lured up 
@mong the peaks of the Rocky mountains 
the promise of rich scenery, beautiful 
flowers, and ideal views for the camera. It 
; a journey which promised well at the 
ptart, but it was far from being pleasant be- 
fore it terminated. 

The principals in this adventure were Miss 
‘Lascelles and Master Willard Barnett, both 
of Chicago. On June 24 they walked up the 
trail to Crystal park, a picturesque spot 
three and one-half miles south of Manitou, 
at the foot of Cameron’s cone. The trail 
Pads through cafions, skirts mountain sides, 
‘and commands views so magnificent the 
mountain climber is more than compensated 
for any fatigue experienced. 

Miss Lascelles, an enthusiastic amateur 
photographer and botanist, was equipped 
with camera and a portfolio in which to press 
the rare flowers that strewed the trail. They 
left the Cliff house at 7 o'clock, reaching 
Crystal park at half pastil. Master Willard 
ran on ahead, just before the summit of the 
‘trail was reached, and when his companion 
‘arrived was standing beside a deserted log 
hut interviewing a burro, which had taken 
possession and was looking out of a window 
challenging the intruders. Another burro, 
leonsidering discretion the better part of 
valor, was running away. Miss Lascelles 
snapped her camera, with the result shown in 
the picture. 

After lunching and resting they started at 

o'clock to return by another and easier 
route. This would take them through the 
park to Pike's peak cog road, near Ute fron 
gpring, above Manitou.

Whenever Such a one presents herself. But 
Mafagers draw a sharp line of distinction 
Between the attractive girl and the pretty 
gi, and herein lies the basis of their con- 
tation that the genminely pretty girl—the 
whose beauty receivessthe world’sstamp 
of approval—is in few instdnces the sort of 
8h employé the firm cares to fave around 
for trade drawing and trade holding pur- 
poses. 

Tt must not be supposed, however, that 
Managers of large stores, where hundreds 
of Women clerks are employed, overlook the 
Guestion of beauty whenever they find a 
Pretty face combined with traits of charac- 
ter and business ability that bids fair to de- 
Yelop into remunerative working power that 
Will turn dollars into the coffers of the es- 
fablishment. It is"not the individual that

this instance seems to be more fitting, with 
an exceptionally pretty face. 


Golden Era for the Plain. 

Uncompromising beauty is considered too 
attractive both to its possessor and beholder 
to further the interests of department stores. 
As one manager expressed it: ‘“‘ This is the 
golden era of the plain girl in big establish- 
ments and her pretty sisters must step aside, 
else find employment as typewriters and ste- 
nographers or places in offices where men 
mostly obtain. A trace of loveliness in a 
saleswoman is a good thing, but too much of 
it renders her totally impracticable.” 

There are certain departments of the big 
stores where beauty is rated rather high, 
but where a pretty face is thus prized little 
is demanded of its owner beyond this one 
gift. Where cloaks, millinery, veils, and 
corsets are sold attractive models naturally 
count for a good dea! because they set off the 
goods displayed in excellent style. But in 
these departments it is the pretty face that 
carries the position and a girl to fit in here 
need not be endowed with the qualifications 
that go to make a good saleswoman. Sheis 
employed for show and in such a capacity 
meets every requirement.

A good many Chicago managers are un- 
compromising in their attitude on the ques- 
tion of pretty girls as saleswomen.

exist between the backs of heads of different men. The face 
ie naturally the common means of identification because it 
ts the features that go to distinguish one man from another 
in the matter of general appearance. But the back of the 
head presents fully as complete and unmistakable distin- 
guishing marks as the face and yet it is no easy matter to 
recognize a man by looking only at his head with every other 
_trace of his individuality removed. 

If you think this is not true and that you would be able 
to pick out men with whom you are familiar by simply study- 
ing the backs of their heads look closely: at the pictures pre- 
sented here and see how near you can come to guessing to 
whom the heads belong. All of the men are in public life 
and their faces are familiar to thousands of people in Chi- 
cago, who have had as great an opportunity to study their 
heads as their faces. Yet how many are there who, taking 
the pictures, singly or collectively, are able to tell at a 


glance, or even after careful consideration, who the illustra- 
tions represent. The heads do not look alike and each, when 
the identity of Its owner is known, suggests in an exceed- 
ingly positive way the general appearance of the man. 

No. 1 is the head of a local Judge, who has been on the 
bench for a good many ytars and who ts known far and 
wide by men who frequent the courts. It is a type of head 
altogether distinctive and suggests the identity of the man 
as clearly as his face could possibly reveal it if the picture 
were to be reversed. 

No. 2 also is a Judge known all over Chicago and whose 
appearance is as familiar to boys and girls as to men and 
women. There are perhaps few persons in the city who 
would not be able to recognize his faee, yet how many can 
identify him by looking at the back of his head? 

No. 3 is a ¢ity official no less widely known than the two 
Judges. He is about the City Hall every day, is on speaking 
terms with hundreds of persons who have met him in one 


way or another during the years that he has been serving 
in a public capacity in Chicago. 

No. 4 is likewise a city official and it should be easy 
guess his identity by looking at the back of his head, for fi 
is familiarly* known all over the city and his picture has 
been so generously circulated in public that it seems as 
though a small child ought to be able to tell who itis. There 
is not another head in Chicago the back of which looks like 
this one and you certainly cannot be mistaken in picking the 
man to whom it belongs. 

The same may be said of No. 5, for it is likewise the 
head of a city official who is talked about every day and 
who is either known or heard of in all parts of Chicago. 
Thousands of persons have had an opportunity to study his 
face and if they are not familiar with the back df his 
the fault lies in their lack of observation. 

Another city official is represented by No. 6, and he is 
almost as well known as the others.
